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Anger at ‘scandal’ of parking fees 
for sick people and their visitors 


HOSPITAL trusts have 
come under fire after it was 
revealed patients and people 
visiting the ill and dying had 
been charged more than 
£3 million in parking fees. 

Last year, East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust 
spent £582,940 on the upkeep of park¬ 
ing facilities at its five hospitals - but 
raked in just over £1.6m in return. 

The figure has been attacked by 
patient watchdogs who are calling for 
parking charges to either be reduced 
or scrapped altogether. 

Michael Summers, vice-chairman of 
The Patients Association, told Kent on 
Sunday he felt such huge profits were 
“somewhat of a scandal”. 

He added: “In a report that came 
out a couple of months ago it found 
a profit of £lllm from car parking 
in England, and that’s extortionate. 
This seems to be a tax on families 
and patients. 

“Patients in the 21st century 
shouldn’t have to worry about how

long they are going to be inside a 
hospital. Who knows where the profits 
go either? 

“Scotland and Wales have done 
away with car parking charges and 
they don’t appear to have suffered any 
problems, so if it can be done else¬ 
where in the UK, then why can’t it be 
done in England?” 

East Kent Hospitals is one of 
the country’s largest NHS trusts, 
overseeing the running of five hospi¬ 
tals in its region. 

These include Buckland Hospital 
in Dover, Kent and Canterbury Hosp¬ 
ital in Canterbury, Queen Elizabeth 
The Queen Mother Hospital in 
Margate, Royal Victoria Hospital in 
Folkestone, and William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford. 

Its parking figures for 2008-09 were 
revealed in an article in the consumer 
magazine Which?, which compared 
the profit margins of 23 of England’s 
busiest trusts. 

East Kent Hospitals was found to 


have the third largest profit margin of 
175 per cent, behind only Norfolk and 
Norwich (£l.lm, 534 per cent) and 
Southampton (£1.4m, 376 per cent). 

The magazine’s health policy advi¬ 
sor Claire Lilley said: “The NHS prin¬ 
ciple is that healthcare is funded 
through taxation, not by patients pay¬ 
ing for ancillary services. 

“Our research shows high charges 
don’t always result in high profits but, 
where they do, these charges should 
be reduced.” 

Which? obtained its statistics 
through the Freedom of Information 
Act, giving each trust 20 days to sup¬ 
ply the necessary figures. 

None of Kent’s five other trusts had 
its 2008-09 profit margins available 
when they were requested this week 
by Kent on Sunday, but Medway 
revealed it had received £930,000 rev¬ 
enue from parking fees last year, and 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells raked 
in just over £900,000. 

Bexley, and Dartford and Graves- 
ham, NHS Trusts made neither a 
profit nor a loss, as their car

parks are managed and maintained by out¬ 
side firms. 

Despite East Kent’s huge profit, head of 
operational estates Chris Hurley pointed out 
that the trust runs more car parks than any 
other in the county and that its prices - £2.70 
for four hours - were some of the lowest in 
the South East. 

He said: “The car parking charges at our 
hospitals pay for the car parking running 
costs, such as maintenance, lighting, CCTV, 
car park attendants, administration costs 


and capital charges, and any surplus is used 
for patient care. 

“If car parking was provided tree then we 
would be faced with costs of hundreds of 
thousands of pounds - money which would 
have to come from our patient care budget.” 

A spokesman for the Department of Health 
said car parking charges were decided by 
individual trusts, but exemption and conces¬ 
sionary schemes should be in place for regu¬ 
lar patients and carers, which they are at 
East Kent Hospitals. 

He also said the department did not agree 


with free parking, adding: “Our priority is the 
speed and quality of healthcare. 

“In Scotland and Wales, where they have 
started subsidising free parking for all, 
hospital car-parking is being abused and 
patients and staff who need to use the car 
parks are complaining that they can’t find 
anywhere to park. 

“Waiting times in England are shorter than 
in Scotland and Wales. 

“It costs hospitals money to administer car 
parks and if they don’t charge they have less 
money for patients.” 


Fraudster kept £8,000 
from children’s charity

A GAMBLING addict has escaped 
with just a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence after he defrauded a charity 
for terminally ill children out of 
more than £8,000. 

Gary Ferris, from Sweet Bay Crescent, 
Ashford, pleaded guilty to organising fake 
fundraising events for the charity Hopes & 
Dreams, which raises money to give critically 
sick children and young people the opportuni¬ 
ty to enjoy special holidays and trips. 

The 38-year-old admitted 15 fraud offences 
after an investigation by Kent Police’s serious 
economic crime unit (SECU). 

He was given a six-month prison sentence 
suspended for two years, and 180 hours of 
community service, at Canterbury Crown 
Court on Friday. 

Det Insp Mark Fairhurst from the SECU, 
said: “While many people raise funds for 
good causes legitimately, Gary Ferris used 
money he had raised for charity to fund 
his gambling habits. 

“He took advantage of people wanting to 
donate money to help ill children and in doing 
so undermined the reputation of the Hopes & 
Dreams charity. 

“His actions have caused distress to those 
who offered their premises in good faith and 
attended the events. 

“Kent Police advises publicans and people 
hosting events to check with the charity to 
make sure it is genuine.” 

Ferris organised a number of charity ‘race 
nights’ at clubs and pubs across Kent

and three other counties, claiming money 
would go towards the charity based in 
Redbridge, Essex. 

He held several events a week where the 
public would bet on horse races shown on a 


DVD and prizes were given out, using the 
name Funtime Racetime. 

After he contacted the charity in 2007, they 
told him they would welcome any money 
raised but they could not endorse the events 
with their logo. 

Event-goers believed they were raising 
funds for Hopes & Dreams and at the end of 
the nights the total amount raised would 
be announced. 

Venues were promised a certificate from 
the charity confirming the amount donated 
at a later date. 

But publicans who had allowed Ferris 
to use their pubs for the race nights 
contacted Hopes & Dreams, in February 
last year, concerned they had not received 
a certificate. 

The charity then called the police. 

Kent Police said the SECU’s investigation 
focused on race night events held after 
September, 2007, at 15 locations across the 
county and in Essex, Norfolk and Surrey. 

In Kent, Ferris staged fundraisers in 
Chatham, Dartford, Margate, Rochester and 
Sittingboume. 

In total the events raised £8,180, but none 
of it was given to the charity. 

After he was arrested in August last 
year, Ferris admitted during police interviews 
that he had an online gambling addiction 
that had left him tens of thousands of pounds 
in debt and resulted in the loss of his house 
and car. 

Canterbury Crown Court’s Judge van der 
Bijl said: “This is a very serious matter, espe¬ 
cially as a charity was defrauded out of a 
large sum.” 

Legal proceedings are continuing to try and 
confiscate Ferris’ property, with the case to be 
heard at a later date.

TV causes rise 
in expectations

SEX-themed television shows 
have been blamed for an increase 
in the amount the NHS splashes 
out on Viagra-type medication. 

According to Frank Furedi, professor of 
sociology at the University of Kent, pro¬ 
grammes such as Entourage, Sex and the 
City and even BBC historical drama The 
Tudors are putting men under greater pres¬ 
sure to perform in the bedroom. 

Last year primary care trusts in Kent 
spent a total of £1,574,383 on erectile dys¬ 
function drugs including Viagra - an 
increase of just over £120,000 from 2007. 

The famous blue sex pill was discovered at 
Pfizer’s Sandwich 
plant. 

Prof Furedi said: 
“Sexual scenes on 
television are a lot 
more graphic these 
days and sex is dis¬ 
cussed a lot more 
openly than it was 
before. 

“What people see 
is a wonderful, trou¬ 
ble-free experience 
and it can often put 
them under pres¬ 
sure to perform at 
the highest possible 
standards. 

“There was a time when people received sex 
advice from friends but now attitudes and 
images of sex come straight from Hollywood, 
and they make people expect the best.

“In reality people can feel quite anxious 
about it and it’s not always as perfect as the 
people on television make out. It has become 
more and more glamorised over the years. 

“There is quite a lot of research now that 
Viagra is used as a recreational drug to 
enhance performance. Men use it to over¬ 
come performance anxiety and also women 
use it, although the jury is still out on whether 
they get extra pleasure from using it.” 

‘Severe stress’ 

According to figures from the NHS Business 
Services Authority, Eastern and Coastal Kent 
PCT spends the most in the county and the 
sixth-most nationally on Viagra-type pills. 
Last year it paid out £593,417 for the medica¬ 
tion - a rise of £52,591 from 2007. 

West Kent PCT spent the second largest 
amount of £496,389 (up £22,584), with 
Bromley splashing out £203,454 (up 
£27,180), Medway £144,470 (£12,538) and 
Bexley Care Trust £136,651 (£8,629). 


According to guidelines, such medication 
should only be prescribed to men who have 
other underlying health problems or who are 
suffering “severe stress” from being impotent. 

However, speculation persists that GPs are 
becoming lenient in dishing out Viagra-type 
drugs so patients do not turn to the internet. 

A Department of Health spokesman said: “It 
is important to take great care when buying 
medicines over the internet. We urge anyone 
thinking about doing so to consult s GP first.” 


Murder charge 

A MAN appeared in front of Margate magis¬ 
trates on Wednesday charged with murdering 
his lodger. 

Paul Prendergast, 44, of Margate Road, 
Ramsgate, spoke only to confirm his name, age 
and address. He is accused of stabbing Cathal 
David Hughes, 34, at their home on August 16. 

He was committed to appear at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Wednesday, September 2. 

A 16-year-old youth and a 20-year-old 
woman arrested in connection with the case 
have been released without charge. 

Racist attack 

POLICE are appealing for witnesses after an 
alleged racist assault in Dover. 

A 25-year-old man from Iraq was walking to 
work along the High Street at about 1pm on 
Tuesday when a shirtless man allegedly poked 
him in the chest and started making racist 
comments about illegal immigrants. 

The white attacker is middle-aged with grey 
hair and wore tracksuit bottoms with no top. 

A man in his 40s was arrested and was 
bailed while officers make further inquiries.

‘Whispering’ sergeant 
sues police over dog job 


A QUIET former sergeant is suing Kent 
Police after being denied the opportunity to 
become a dog-handler. 

Force bosses told Catherine Gilbert, 35, 
from Sittingboume, she would have found it 
virtually impossible to give clear orders to 
the animals due to her suffering from the 
rare voice disorder spasmodic dysphonia. 

But Miss Gilbert, who quit in 2005 follow¬ 
ing a pay dispute, feels aggrieved she was not 
even allowed to try. 

Speaking at an employment tribunal in 
Ashford, her representative Alison Gordon 
said the force did not make enough “reason¬ 
able adjustments” to accommodate her con¬ 
dition, adding: “She was not given the oppor¬ 
tunity to carry out the dog training.” 

Spasmodic dysphonia is a rare disorder in 
which one or more muscles of the voice box 
move involuntarily, causing a sufferer’s 
speech to sound abnormally high or tight. 

There is currently no cure, although effects 
can be lessend with treatments such as botox. 

Miss Gilbert showed early symptoms in 
1997, but was not diagnosed until 2005, after 


which she went on sick leave before quitting. 

Today she works as a court stenographer at 
the Old Bailey and says her voice has seen a 
50 per cent improvement since she started 
taking botox. 

However, Miss Gilbert told the tribunal 
that when employed by Kent Police the force 
failed to make “reasonable adjustments” for 
her condition, leaving her unable to commu¬ 
nicate with colleagues or use the telephone 
without difficulty. She added that she was 
not offered any counselling to help cope. 

But tribunal chairman Martin Kurrein 
warned: “The Disability Discrimination Act 
is not a charter to blame someone for every¬ 
thing that happens to them in life.” 

He also said he found it difficult to under¬ 
stand why Miss Gilbert felt discriminated 
against when she was asked to attend a 
review meeting with the Assistant Chief 
Constable following her resignation. 

Should Miss Gilbert be successful, she 
stands to win tens of thousands of pounds. 

The tribunal was adjourned until March 
next year for a full eight-day hearing.

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All in a name for port 


FERRY company P&O has poked 
fun at the rebranding of Oxford 
Airport by suggesting a similar 
name change for the Port of Dover. 

Bosses at the airport in 
Kidlington village have been 
ridiculed for renaming it London 
Oxford Airport, despite the town 
being more than 50 miles away 
from the capital’s centre. 

Now P&O has jumped in on the 
act by making a tongue-in-cheek 
suggestion the Port of Dover should 
be rebranded ParisDoverPort to 
reflect its “close proximity’ to the 
most romantic city in the world. 

Spokesman Brian Rees said: “The 


imagination applied to airport 
names is pure genius. 

“Frankfurt-Hahn is nowhere 
near Frankfurt, Barcelona Girona 
isn’t exactly handy for Barcelona, 
and Oslo-Torp is a heck of a journey 
from Oslo. To be fair London 
Ashford Airport (Lydd) is close to 
Ashford and Lydd, and just 70 
miles from London. 

“By airline standards the nation’s 
busiest passenger port is a stone’s 
throw from one of the most exciting 
capital cities on the planet. Perhaps 
we should be saying welcome to 
ParisDoverPort.” 

According to the International 


Air Transport Association, just five 
airports - London City, Gatwick, 
Heathrow, Luton and Stansted - 
are officially linked with the capital. 

Travel expert Simon Calder told 
the BBC he could understand why 
airports like Oxford and Ashford 
would want to change their names. 

He said: “Far more people fly in 
and out of the five recognised 
London airports than any other 
city’s airport systems, including 
New York and Tokyo. 

“It’s natural that airports would 
want to capitalise on that. 
Everyone, both airlines and air¬ 
ports, are desperate for business.” 



Wealthy feel hurt 
of unemployment

AFFLUENT areas in west Kent 
have seen increases in unemploy¬ 
ment of more than 180 per cent in a 
year, the latest figures show. 

Tunbridge Wells, Sevenoaks and Tonbridge 
and Mailing have the lowest rates of people out 
of work in the county, with July unemployment 
at 2.2 per cent, 2.1 per cent and 2.4 per cent 
respectively. 

But Sevenoaks has seen an increase in people 
out of work of 181.2 per cent (from 937 people in 
2008 to 1,454 in 2009) and in Tunbridge Wells 
unemployment has risen 158.5 per cent (from 
864 in 2008 to 1,409 in 2009). 

A Kent County Council spokeswoman said: 
“Seeing such large increases is obviously of con¬ 
cern. Bearing in mind a large proportion of the 
workforce commutes, and with up to two thirds 
of west Kent commuters working in highly 
skilled occupations, it is suspected it is the finan¬ 
cial services sector where these jobs are lost.” 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, KCC’s cabinet member for 
regeneration and economic development, said 
unemployment had not been a problem in places 
like Sevenoaks before, and there was even talk of 
opening a Job Centre in the town for the first time. 

“The issues there are much more acute, and as 
in Tunbridge Wells and Tonbridge and Mailing, 
the kind of people who are finding themselves 


looking for work now are perhaps out of work for 
the first time in an age. They tend to have quiet 
specialised skills and we need to do everything to 
support them.” 

He said one silver lining of this unemployment 
was that many of those out of work and possibly 
with large redundancy payouts were now look¬ 
ing to start their own businesses in Kent. 

In the east of the county, Thanet contin¬ 
ues to have the highest proportion of 
claimants in Kent at 5.5 per cent (3,970 
people), which is higher than the national 
rate of 4.1 per cent. However, there has 
been no increase since last month in the 
number of claimants. The figure has 
increased by 66.9 per cent since last July. 

The TUC found that seaside resorts, 
such as Margate and Heme Bay, had seen 
an increase in unemployment this July 
despite more people taking a ‘staycation’ 
due to the recession. 

Crisis level 

General secretary Brendan Barber said: 
“Millions are opting to save money during 
the downturn and have rediscovered what 
great holidays you can have in the UK. 

“However, in spite of this welcome boost 
to the UK’s seaside resorts, unemploy¬ 
ment is at crisis level in many of our best¬ 
loved English holiday destinations. 

“Many seaside towns have made 
impressive efforts to regenerate, but can¬ 
not buck the effects of a deep recession.” 

Overall, the unemployment rate for the 


area KCC covers is 3.2 per cent (27,046 people), 
which is slightly down on last month by 0.6 per 
cent. Kent as a whole, including Medway, saw an 
increase in unemployment of 0.1 per cent in July, 
with 34,157 people out of work. 

Four districts, Canterbury, Dover, Shepway and 
Swale, saw a drop in unemployment since June.

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Rookie director needs 
cash to make village of 
living dead come alive

A ZOMBIE invasion of one of 
Kent’s smallest villages could help 
fund an ambitious movie project. 

Rookie director Antony Lane hopes to raise 
£100,000 for his eagerly-anticipated film 
Invasion of the Not Quite Dead. 

And last Sunday he took a big step in 
attracting potential investors by shooting a 
one-minute teaser at a farm in Linton, 
near Maidstone, which has a population of 
about 500. 

Oscar-winning film-maker Ken Russell is 
one of several Hollywood names to have lent 
his support to the project, which has already 
attracted a cult following from horror fans. 

Invasion of the Not Quite Dead is a black 
comedy-horror about a deadly virus that is 
unleashed upon the residents of a small 
island off the coast of the UK. It tells the tale 
of a group of survivors who band together to 
overcome the zombies left in the virus’s wake. 

Thirty-year-old Lane, who lives in 
Orpington and is a graduate of the 
International Film School Wales, told Kent 
on Sunday he had raised £10,000 towards 
the film in two months. 

He said: “I’d been spending between 10 and 
15 hours a day attempting to raise funds, but 
I put a halt to it about three weeks ago 
because I thought my time would be better 
spent making a promo-trailer - firstly to 
thank the fans for believing in the project, 
and secondly because it will make it easier to 
sell the film to potential financiers. 

“The day of the shooting was probably the 
best of my life because it threw me in at the 
deep end. It was the first time I’d directed 
something like this before and it really 
opened my eyes as to how everything works. 

“I love the interaction with the fans, but it’s 
very frustrating having to do so much 
fundraising because I’m a very creative 
person and I would love to be able to start 
filming the main feature now.” 

Enthusiasm 

The teaser for Invasion of the Not Quite 
Dead was shot in and around Rankins Farm 
in Linton, which is situated on the A229 
between Staplehurst and Maidstone. 

Horror actor Leslie Simpson took part in 
the filming along with about 14 extras who 
were invited along as a way to say thank you 
to them for investing money in the project. 

Lane said he hoped the teaser would be edit¬ 
ed and ready for distribution by Halloween. 

He added: “I think it will open a lot more 
doors. I’ve been saying to people ‘here’s my 
synopsis and my poster and my enthusiasm’, 
but I have no real proof that I’m not going to 
walk away with their money. 

“This will show I’m a man of my word. I 


think with the teaser that people and other 
groups with more money will be able to see 
that this is going to be a really good horror 
film and therefore donate a lot quicker.” 

Other Hollywood names to have voiced 
their support for the movie include The 
Usual Suspects star Kevin Pollack and Night 


of the Living Dead director Tom Savini, while 
a number of leading special effects and 
make-up artists have also signed up to help. 

The supposedly-haunted Chislehurst 
Caves in Bromley are among the locations 
Lane hopes to shoot the film in, which is 
scheduled for a Halloween, 2010, release. 


Lane said: “I live in Kent and I think it’s 
nice to film scenes nearby as a way of saying 
thank you to all the local people who have 
supported me. 

“I also lived in South Wales for a time and 
I grew up in Grimsby, so I’ll be looking to 
shoot in those places as well.” 
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More officers to be 
armed with tasers

THE use of taser guns is set to be 
extended to police officers other 
than members of the trained 
firearms squad who are currently 
issued with the weapons. 

Kent Police’s Assistant Chief Constable 
Andy Adams said the force’s 116 tasers were 
an “invaluable tool” for protecting members 
of the public and officers. 

The force said the weapons have been 
called out to incidents nearly 100 times since 
2005. But it seems the threat of being 
shocked with 50,000 volts of electricity is 
enough to make suspects surrender as they 
have only been fired four times in total. 

Kent Police received 66 of its weapons in 
May after successfully bidding for a share of 
an £8 million Home Office fund made avail¬ 
able to extend their use nationally. 

This week, a police spokeswoman said fol¬ 
lowing a review of taser use they would be 
extended to “other units within the force”. 

She said at the moment only trained 
firearms officers used the stun guns, but 
could not reveal which other officers were 
likely to be armed with them in the future 
because it has not yet been decided. 


New figures released by the Home Office 
this week show police in the county have 
fired tasers four times since April, 2004, with 
half of the discharges being since July, 2007. 

The Kent spokeswoman said a ‘discharge’ is 
when the two barbed darts are fired out, giv¬ 
ing a five-second electric shock to the suspect. 

Figures show the force has used tasers a 
total of 34 times and 25 of the uses have 
occurred since July, 2007. The majority of 
uses involved ‘red dots’, which means the 
safety is removed and the laser sight activat¬ 
ed and placed on a suspect, but not fired. 

ACC Adams said: “Since their deployment, 


we have seen that tasers are an invaluable 
tool in protecting the public and our officers. 

“Tasers are a deterrent that calm tense, vio¬ 
lent situations. As the figures show, just the 
act of drawing a taser is enough to make 
offenders compliant.” 

Government figures show officers have 
‘arced’ tasers twice, which is sparking the gun 
without a cartridge being fired. 

Police have drawn the weapons nine times. 

Kent Police have not made use of‘drive stun’ 
function - when the stun gun is pressed 
against a suspect and turned around, which 
gives an electric shock without firing the darts. 


Teen accused of 
setting hair alight 

A TEENAGE boy has been arrested for 
allegedly setting a woman’s hair alight. 

The 16-year-old from Swanley is accused of 
holding out a lighter as the Swedish teacher, 
who had taken a group of pupils on a day trip 
to London, was walking through the carriage of 
a Hastings to Charing Cross train on Sunday, 
July 19. She was able to pat the fire out but 
police say the incident left her distressed. 

The youth, who was arrested on suspicion of 
attempted GBH, has been bailed until 
September 29. 

Church court bid 

A HERITAGE group opposed to the demoli¬ 
tion of a 19th century church building has 
launched a High Court challenge against 
Gravesham council. 

Permission was granted to knock down the 
building in Clarence Place, Gravesend, which 
until recently has been used as a Sikh gurd- 
wara, or temple. The Sikh community want to 
sell the land to help fund their £13 million new 
gurdwara in the town. 

However, the charity Save Britain’s Heritage 
claims the council has gone against its own 
conservation policy by allowing the plans. 

The injunction case is due to be heard at the 
High Court on September 4.

PRINTERS in Medway pulled out all 
the stops to produce the first run of a 
controversial Michael Jackson biogra¬ 
phy only three weeks after his death. 

CPI Mackays in Chatham met an Off 
The Wall schedule of printing 50,000 
books in just five days, not Bad consid¬ 
ering the firm is more used to produc¬ 
ing just 6,000 copies in up to four days. 

Paul Rowland, general manager of 
customer services, said the rush start¬ 
ed after the company got a telephone 


call from David Hyde, the production 
director of publisher Simon & 
Schuster UK about one of their books. 

The publishers wanted tens of thou¬ 
sands of copies of Unmasked: The 
Final Years of Michael Jackson by Ian 
Halperin in record time. 

‘When we received the call it seemed 
an impossible task, however it was our 
chance to show what we can achieve,” 
Mr Rowland said. 

When the King of Pop died on June

25, there was a rush to be the first to 
release a biography of Jackson’s incred¬ 
ible career and strange private life. 

All were keen to cash in on the huge 
spike in book and album sales after 
Jacko died in Los Angeles, aged 50. 

Halperin, an investigative journ¬ 
alist, had predicted Jackson had only 
six months to live in December, 2008. 

After the prediction came true and 
Jacko died leaving a trail of questions 
around prescription drug addiction, his 


love life, and children, the publisher 
hoped readers were eager to hear more 
from Halperin. 

And the biography was an instant 
bestseller, but Mr Rowland said: “It’s 
not a fans’ book, it is controversial. 
Someone described it as like reading a 
book of The Sun.” 

Halperin had been working for five 
years on the 312-page biography, and 
it was on bookshop shelves on July 15 
thanks to the Chatham printers. 


Anger at railway fare hikes 


A RAIL passenger group has 
warned thousands of hard-hit com¬ 
muters face “travel poverty” after 
the Govern-ment exempted 
Southeast-ern Trains from a 
national decrease in fares. 

Over the past three years the network has 
increased prices significantly above the rate of 
inflation. 

Downing Street 

It is one of only two regions not to benefit 
from the 0.4 per cent reduction in ticket costs 
later this year. 

Season ticket prices will now rise by 1.6 per 
cent from next January as Kent is on a five- 
year franchise deal permitting Southeastern 
Trains to increase fares at a higher rate than 
the rest of the country.

Train companies base their annual price 
increase for fares regulated by the Government, 
such as season tickets, on the retail price index 
(RPI) for July, plus one per cent. 

However, under its franchise agreement with 
the Department for Transport, Southeastern is 
allowed to add three per cent to the RPI figure. 

It will mean an average increase of £50 a 
year on a season ticket. 

The move prompted an angry response from 
MPs and Medway-based Fair’s Fare on 
Southeastern Trains campaign group, which 
is petitioning Downing Street to re-think. 

Campaign leader Chris Irvine, said: “The 
Government has defined those who are in fuel 
poverty as being anyone spending 10 per cent on 
heating costs. I already spend more than 10 per 


cent of my wages on travel to work, does this 
mean people like me will be in fuel poverty now? 

“I would love to use the high-speed link, but 
it’s going to cost over £4,000 for a season tick¬ 
et that I can’t afford.” 

The IT administrator said the new high¬ 
speed link, due to start in December, would 
cost Medway rail users a premium of at least 
30 per cent for the new service - compared to 
20 per cent for Ashford commuters. 

Astonished 

He said last year regulated fares rose by an 
inflation-busting eight per cent, with some off- 
peak travel costs to London increasing by as 
much as 18 per cent - which he said was not 
helping to encourage people onto an environ- 
mentally-friendly travel system. 

Passenger Focus, which represents com¬ 
muters from across the UK also expressed 
concern at the fare hikes. 


Director Ashwin Kumar said: “Passengers in 
Kent will be astonished if they have to pay 
higher fares for their train tickets next year. 
We need to question whether fares can keep 
on rising faster than inflation.” 

Thanet North Toiy MP Roger Gale has brand¬ 
ed the new high-speed line and its resulting cut 
in services to some areas as “pay more get less”. 

A Southeastern spokesman said the fare 
increases came at a time of high investment in 
Kent’s rail network. 

He said: “All regulated fares are subject to 
(DfT) regulations and as a result in January, 
2010, our average regulated fare will increase 
by the RPI plus three per cent, as set out in our 
franchise agreement. It is the Government’s 
stated policy to recoup more of the cost of rail 
services from those who use them, and 
decrease the contribution from taxpayers. In 
line with this, the subsidy paid to Southeastern 
is decreasing over the lifetime of the franchise.” 
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Drug-driving 
by the young 
is on the rise

INCREASING numbers of young 
people are consuming a cocktail of 
drugs and alcohol before driving, 
according to a senior police officer. 

Acting Chief Inspector Paul Sellwood, the 
head of Kent’s road policing unit, warned 
motorists that his officers were getting bet¬ 
ter at catching drug-drivers. 

The latest figures show a 64 per cent 
increase in drug-driving arrests between 
January and July this year, compared to the 
same period in 2007. 

Insp Sellwood said the younger generation 
was driving after mixing drink, which did 
not necessarily put them over the limit, with 
drugs such as ecstasy tablets, ampheta¬ 
mines, cannabis and cocaine. 

The Department for Transport launched 
an advertising campaign on Monday warn¬ 
ing of the risks of driving after taking drugs. 

It comes after research showed one-in-10 
young male drivers admitted drug-driving. It 
is estimated that one-in-five drivers killed in 
road accidents had taken an impairing drug. 

Scars 

The £2.3million campaign is led by a TV ad 
warning drivers that police can spot signs of 
drug use with the legend “your eyes will give 
you away”. 

Insp Sellwood told KoS that Kent Police’s 
last campaign to tackle the issue highlighted 
that drug-drivers were gambling with more 
than losing their licence, a fine of up to 
£5,000 and even imprisonment. 

“The summer campaign was to hammer 
home to younger drivers do not gamble with 
your looks, careers and licences. 

“Especially in the current financial cli¬ 
mate, if lose your licence, you could lose your 
job, your income and even your home, so do 
not gamble with these things. 

“Looks are important to young people... if 
you go through a windscreen you can perma¬ 
nently ruin your looks with scars.” 

So far this year in Kent there have been 28 
arrests for drug-driving compared to 17 for

the first seven months of 2007. Last year 
there were 41 arrests for the offence. 

Insp Sellwood said that during the last 
campaign in June, there was a 266 per cent 
increase in the number of people who failed 
the field impairment test for drug-driving, 
compared to last year. 

He said the test showed how a driver’s bal¬ 
ance, co-ordination and speed of mind was 
working: “One of the tests is counting up to 
20 and seeing how long someone’s mind is 
taking. For example on speed people count 
very quickly and think that’s normal... it 
gives us an indication of whether they are 
impaired through drugs. 

“We do this at the roadside. If it indicates 
they could be impaired we arrest them and 
take them into custody where a blood sample 
will be taken. We treat them in the same way 
as a drunk driver. 

“We’ve found these tests very effective.” 

Around 250 people a month are arrested 
for drink and/or drug driving in Kent. 

Insp Sellwood said police forces were put¬ 
ting pressure on the Government for a road¬ 
side testing device for drug-drivers that works 
in a similar way to the breathalyser equip¬ 
ment used on drink-drivers. The technology is 
available, but it needs to have legislation in 
place and be approved by the Home Office. 

He added that driving under the influence of 
prescription drugs could be just as dangerous. 

“We don’t look necessarily at what you are 
taking, because it is based on the ability to 
drive and whether you are impaired, that is 
the offence,” he said 
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Medal for officer 

A KENT and Medway Fire and Rescue 
Authority member is to receive the prestigious 
Kent Medal. 

Lydd resident, Cllr Fred Wood-Brignall will 
be presented with the honour for his work 
with Kent Fire and Rescue Service. 

The Kent Medal has been awarded to only 
21 people since its creation 13 years ago. 

Cllr Wood-Brignall first became involved 
with the Fire Service in 1959 when at the 
age of 27 he became a retained fireman, 
climbing the ranks to become a leading fire¬ 
man in 1971. 

He was promoted to Officer in Charge of 
Lydd Fire Station in 1979, and has been a 
member of the KMFRA since 1998. 

Kent’s Chief Fire Officer Charlie Hendry 
said: “He is a very hard working, visible and 
supportive member and has served KFRS for 
50 years, which in itself is testimony to his 
commitment to the service.” 


VAT fraud arrests 

SEVEN people have been arrested as part of a 
major fraud investigation into the trading of 
‘carbon credits’. 

HM Revenue & Customs officers investigat¬ 
ing a suspected £38 million VAT fraud 
swooped in early morning raids on Wednesday. 

The arrests of six men and a woman were 
made during raids on 27 residential and busi¬ 
ness properties in Erith and Gravesend in 
Kent, and Hounslow, Southall and Isleworth 
in London. Officers used sniffer dogs during 
the searches to hunt for cash. 

The officers are investigating an organised 
crime group operating a network of companies 
trading large volumes of high-value carbon 
credits. The fraudulent companies purchase 
carbon credits from overseas VAT-free sources 
and then sell them on to businesses in the UK 
at a VAT-inclusive price. 

The VAT charged by the fraudulent compa¬ 
nies is never paid to the Government. 
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Widdecombe in 
thge dark over 
Vatican rumour 

ANN Widdecombe has played down reports 
that she has been approached to become 
the next British ambassador to the Vatican. 

The Conservative MP for Maidstone and 
the Weald, who is standing down at the 
next election, was responding to reports in 
the national press that she was front-run¬ 
ner for the Holy See position. 

“I have not heard a single official whis¬ 
per,” she said. “The comments have all come 
from my friends but I’m not sure about 
where it’s come from. It is something you 
are approached for and I can assure you I 
have not been approached.” 

Formidable 

She said if she was asked about the posi¬ 
tion the county’s press would be the first to 
know, but she refused to be drawn on 
whether it was a role she would like to hold. 

Ms Widdecombe, who is fluent in Latin 
the official language of the Vatican, met 
Pope John Paul II after her conversion to 
Catholicism in 1993. 

The current ambassador is Francis 
Campbell and the post is expected to 
become vacant around the same time as 
the election, which has fuelled speculation 
that it could go to Ms Widdecombe. 

Lord Alton, a leading Roman Catholic 
peer, said there was already talk of who 
would be the next ambassador and “Ann 
Widdecombe’s name is at the front”. 

David Amess, chairman of the all-party 
parliamentary group on the Holy See, told 
the Telegraph: “Ann Widdecombe should 
not be lost to private life. She is a formida¬ 
ble lady with the intellect to match.” 


Gills save cash 
on agents’ fees 

GILLINGHAM were one of just 19 Football 
League clubs that did not pay any agents’ 
fees last season. 

According to a report published on 
Thursday, League Two sides spent a total of 
£189,167 on agents for players’ transfers 
compared to £1.1 million in League One 
and £7.5m in the Championship. However, 
the total figure has fallen by more than 
£2m compared to the 2007-08 season. 

Football League chairman Lord 
Mawhinney said: “Given the current finan¬ 
cial outlook, it is encouraging that clubs are 
being more circumspect in terms of their 
payments to agents. 

“I would like to think the Football League 
has helped bring this about.”

FORMULA One champion Lewis Hamilton 
is speeding back to the county to make a 
guest appearance at a German touring 
car championship. 

Hamilton will be at Brands Hatch next 
month to support Mercedes, which supplies 
the engines for his FI car. 

The former grand prix circuit is hosting the 
UK round of the popular DTM championship, 
a grudge match between auto giants Mercedes 
and Audi. 

Hamilton was at Brands Hatch last year for 
the race, and is enthusiastic to get back to the 
county that launched his racing career. 

He started at a young age at the Buckmore 
Park kart track near Rochester, when he was 
spotted by McLaren boss Ron Dennis who 
went on to groom him for racing success.

‘Ketchup gangs’ fly 
in from Continent 


VULNERABLE shoppers are 
being targeted by criminals who 
have come into the county from 
Europe on cheap flights. 

John Grant, the crime prevention manager 
at Kent Police, said elderly people in town cen¬ 
tres and shopping malls were being targeted 
by the gangs using ‘distraction tactics’ seen in

countries like Spain and Greece. Scams 
include squirting ketchup at people to distract 
them while their purses are stolen. 

“A colleague in the Met said they had reason 
to believe cheap flights were being used and 


criminals were coming over here,” Mr Grant, a 
former police constable said. “They are spend¬ 
ing a week, or however long, and then the 
money they get here is sent back.” 

Police have arrested a woman of Chilean 
descent who lives in Spain with her husband. 
Mr Grant said the tactic used in the case was 
a “typical Spanish distraction”. 

“They are working in a network. Last night 
I got a telephone call from a Chilean news 
editor who was very interested in it,” he 
said. “She was saying there are Chileans in 
Spain and the same thing is happening, 
which goes to show there is a network and 
more to it than meets the eye.” 

Mr Grant said there had been incidents 
in shopping centres such as Bluewater and 
town centres like Maidstone. 

“There are a number of ways, such as 
bumping into people in a crowded place and 
squirting not just ketchup but other things 
that can be put in a squeezy bottle,” he said. 

“The link is that they fly from Europe.” 

He urged people to report any incidents 
they experienced or saw. 

“We are trying to highlight that it is not 
just localised theft - these are organised 
crime gangs,” he said. 

He said foreign criminals were also trav¬ 
elling to shopping areas using minibuses to 
spend the day shoplifting and mugging. 

One victim had been targeted at a cash¬ 
point in Maidstone. The 67-year-old had 
just withdrawn £100 when her jacket was 
covered in tomato sauce. 

A person offered to help her, and before 
she realised what had happened, the pen¬ 
sioner’s bag had been taken. 
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Charity staff fear 
serial vandal may 
be angry rapist

A CHARITY working with vic¬ 
tims of rape and sexual abuse 
fears it has become the target of a 
serial attacker. 

Family Matters in Gravesend, has been 
vandalised twice in a month - and in the lat¬ 
est incident an iconic statue symbolising its 
work was beheaded. 

The sculpture was attacked last Friday 
night, August 14, and on July 15 two stones 
were thrown through the Wrotham Road 
building’s front window. 

Staff fear the attacker could be a rapist or 
an abuser angry at the charity for supporting 
his victim. 

Targeted 

Family Matters helps around 400 people a 
year across Kent who have been victims of 
sexual abuse and rape as adults or children. 

The charity also works in Surrey and south 
east London providing help and support 
through rape therapy and counselling. 

Family Matters operations director 
Malcolm Gilbert said: “Although we can’t be 
sure, the attack does feel personal, certainly 
as the charity’s statue represents the victims 
that we provide a counselling service for. 

“After the first incident we thought it was a 
simple act of vandalism, but now we are 
wondering if we are being targeted. 

“We are also the only building in the road 
to have been vandalised.” 

The statue was created by an artist from 
the Crayford Centre, a community pro¬ 
gramme that provides support for people 
recovering from mental health problems. 

Mr Gilbert said: ‘When you think we are 
the largest provider of this support in the 
UK, it has really made us wonder if we are 
being targeted and who might be targeting 
us. We certainly would have upset a few 
abusers over the years. 

“Sexual abusers and rapists are not nice 
people and it is all about degradation, humil¬ 
iation, fear and control. 

“I would think we must have upset quite a 
few with the way we help clients fortify 
themselves against abusers and escape fur¬ 
ther abuse.”

He said the charity had helped bring many 
cases to court over the years. 

“Violence against women is now finding a 
much higher profile and people are joining 
together in a far more co-ordinated way now 
and it could be a reaction to that,” he said. 

The head of the statue, which was named A 
Crying Shame by the charity’s clients, has 
now been re-attached. 

Mr Gilbert said the feeling among clients 
about the attacks if they were carried out by 
an abuser was one of defiance. 

The charity has now been forced to consid¬ 
er increasing its security. 

Mr Gilbert added: “Should we decide to 
invest in CCTV it will obviously take away 
from our resources, which should be for pro¬ 
viding a service for the victims of sexual 
abuse and rape. 

“If it’s just vandalism it is a particularly 
callous attack indicating the indifference of 
people to the plight of our many service 
users.”

Plea for blood donors before 
swine flu hits hard in winter

A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched urging people to 
give blood before the pre¬ 
dicted surge in swine flu 
this winter. 

The NHS Blood and Transplant 
(NHSBT) said people cannot give 
blood when they have flu, so the 
organisation needs to build up its 
stocks now ahead of the dip in dona¬ 
tions expected due to the H1N1 
virus and seasonal flu. 

Hospitals across Kent, Sussex, 
Surrey and Berkshire need 5,290 
units of blood a week to treat patients. 

Sarah Barker, who lives in 
Tunbridge Wells, is helping the 
appeal and urging people to donate 
blood after she experienced the ben¬ 
efit of the service first hand. 

“About two weeks after giving 
birth to my first child in 2006,1 suf¬ 
fered a post-natal haemorrhage and 
was rushed straight to Pembury 
Hospital where I immediately 
received four units of type O nega¬ 
tive blood,” she said. 

“Thankfully, I made a quick and 
full recovery and in 2008 I gave 
birth to a healthy son.” 

Mrs Barker, who has been donat¬ 
ing blood since she was 19, added:

“My story is just one example of why 
people should give blood, because 
you never know when you or some¬ 
one you love may need a transfusion. 

“My blood meant everything to me 
and my family and I wouldn’t be 
here without it. It’s so simple and 
easy to give blood and it is a fantas¬ 
tic and noble thing to do. 

“By sparing one hour of your time 
you can potentially save more than 
one life.” 

The NHSBT’s latest campaign is 
using the message: Don’t wait to 
donate - and bring your mate.

Amanda Holden and pop music 
mogul Pete Waterman have signed 
up to promote the campaign and 
urge regular donors to recruit a 
friend to give blood for the first time.

Night flights could take off 


THE owner of Kent International Airport at 
Manston has applied to start a night-time 
flying policy. 

Thanet council received an application on 
Monday from the airport’s chief executive 
Matt Clarke, on behalf of New Zealand oper¬ 
ator Infratil. 

If the application is approved, planes will be 
allowed to land and take off between 6am and 
11.30pm, one hour earlier and half-an-hour 
later than the current agreement permits. 

A 12-week consultation with the public, 
which could start this month, will be carried 
out by the council before a decision is made. 

Mr Clarke, the airport’s chief executive, 
said: “The objective is to be able to put us on 
a level playing field with an equal footing 
with other airports in the region. 

“The policy is essentially an application to 
allow for flexibility to allow for daytime flying. 


“There is no proposal to host regular night¬ 
time flights that will be programmed in dur¬ 
ing the hours of night-time. 

“This is about allowing aircraft to land 
when they are delayed.” 

Mr Clarke added that the airport was in 
discussions with more operators to provide 
added commercial passenger flights and 
commuter services to its rota, but he would 
not reveal details. 

The move is likely to infuriate those who 
oppose night-flying. 

Roger Latchford, deputy leader of Thanet 
council, said: “We are keen to hear what the 
public in Thanet thinks of this proposal and 
we will ensure a thorough consultation. 

“The airport is an important part of 
Thanet’s economy and we are keen to make 
sure that any future developments are con¬ 
sidered carefully.”

SCHOLARS, politicians and 
members of the public are 
among those calling for an end to 
the culture of excessive wages 
and bonuses. 

Hundreds of people have already signed 
an online petition supporting the creation 
of a High Pay Commission, which was 
launched by the think-tank Compass this 
week. 

Erith and Thamesmead Labour MP John 
Austin, who was one of the original signato¬ 
ries, said there were important lessons to 
be learned from the recession. 

He added: “It was greed and excess that 
helped bring down our economy and this 
has impacted on the lives of us all. 

Greed 

“If we want to create a more equal, sus¬ 
tainable and secure future for all then we 
need fairer pay. The greed of those at the 
top has impacted directly on those at the 
bottom. 

“This must not be allowed to happen 
again. That is why I am lobbying for a High 
Pay Commission to launch a wide-ranging 
review of excessive pay and consider pro¬ 
posals such as maximum wage ratios and 
bonus taxation.” 

Mr Austin was referred to by Compass as 
one of 100 “leading progressive figures” who 
support the campaign, which is also being 
backed by South East MEP and Green 
Party leader Dr Caroline Lucas, and 
Professor Davina Cooper of Kent Law 
School. 

The list also includes figures such as 
Trades Union Congress general secretary 
Brendan Barber and Lib Dem Treasury 
spokesman Vince Cable. 

Yet despite widespread support for the 
formation of such a regulatory body, neither

Chancellor Alistair Darling nor his Tory coun¬ 
terpart George Osborne believe it is the way 
forward. 

Mr Darling told the BBC: “I do think that gov¬ 
ernment has a role in trying to stop undesirable 
practices, such as excessive risk-taking through 
bonus payments in the banking system, where 
we all stand to lose if that goes wrong. 

“But generally, I think pay agreements ought 
to be reached by employers and employees 
meeting together.” 

Mr Austin, who has announced he will step 


down at the next general election, has been an 
MP since 1992 and is a member of the left-wing 
Socialist Campaign Group. 

He told Kent on Sunday he was disappointed 
by the Chancellor’s reaction, adding: “This is 
not a normal issue of wage negotiations. We are 
talking about obscene distortions in incomes. 

“We are in new territory and a new situation 
that has contributed to the financial crisis we 
are in. 

“I certainly think the Government has the 
right to intervene, especially in the banks 


that are now owned by the state.” 

According to Compass, an employee working 
a 40-hour week on the minimum wage would 
have to work for about 226 years to earn the 
same amount as a FTSE 100 boss does in just 
12 months. 

Mr Austin said: “The campaign will go on. We 
have put some ideas forward - some of which 
may be practical and some of which may not - 
but a High Pay Commission could decide on the 
best way forward. 

‘We will continue to press the point.”

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Tories drop plan 
to fund private 
schooling fees 

A TORY council has admitted it considered 
using taxpayers’ money to pay the tuition 
fees of pupils at private schools whose par¬ 
ents have lost their jobs. 

Bromley Council sparked outrage when it 
was confirmed the idea was under active 
consideration, with the Liberal Democrats 
accusing the Conservative Party of “showing 
its true colours” by protecting the privileged. 

However, leader Cllr Stephen Carr later 
beat a hasty retreat as the plan threatened 
to cause further embarrassment for his 
political colleagues in Westminster. 

He said in a statement: “I would like to 
make it perfectly clear that Bromley 
Council has no plans to introduce such a 
scheme but quite rightly, as a result of a 
question put at a full council meeting at the 
end of June, officers felt duty-bound to con¬ 
sider this, as is good practice. 

‘Exceptional’ 

“As I have already stated, there is no sug¬ 
gestion that this will be pursued.” 

Bromley Council receives £4,706 in state 
education funding for every pupil in the bor¬ 
ough, but keeps the money that would have 
been allocated to those who attend private 
schools and places it in a central pot. 

Cash can then be taken from the pot, 
which currently stands at about £30 mil¬ 
lion, and spent on areas such as free 
school meals, providing places for children 
in private special needs schools or nurs¬ 
eries, or for “exceptional circumstances”. 

Hours before Cllr Carr issued his state¬ 
ment, his colleague Cllr Ernest Noad had 
confirmed to reporters the authority was 
looking into the possibility of using some of 
the cash to keep pupils in private education.

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Tories back off from 
health service row 

MPs offering their sup p ort for NHS 


LEADING Conservative 
politicians dragged into a 
row about the future of the 
NHS have moved to distance 
themselves from the debate. 

Tunbridge Wells MP Greg Clark 
and his Canterbury and Whitstable 
counterpart Julian Brazier have 
been accused of supporting damning 
comments made about the health¬ 
care system by fellow Conservatives. 

However, both have brushed off 
the charges which come in the wake 
of South East MEP Daniel Han¬ 
nan’s anti-NHS outburst on 
American television. 

An article in a national newspaper 
revealed that shadow energy secre¬ 
tary Mr Clark is listed alongside Mr 
Hannan as the co-author of a book - 
Direct Democracy - which says the 
service “fails to meet public expecta¬ 
tions” and is “no longer relevant in 
the 21st century”. 

Mr Clark described the accusations 
to Kent on Sunday as a “load of non¬ 
sense”, pointing out that the intro¬ 
duction to the book clearly states it 
“contains a range of proposals sub¬ 
mitted by a variety of authors”.

He added: “Dan Hannan is a good 
MEP but I don’t agree with what he 
said about the NHS. 

“Everyone knows how important 
our local NHS is. The campaign to 
get the new Pembury Hospital 
approved has been one of my biggest 
priorities in the last four years and I 
am a massive supporter of our local 
health service. 

Different 

“The book mentioned by The 
Observer was a compilation of essays 
by 23 different authors and I had 
no involvement with the chapter on 
the NHS.” 

Mr Brazier’s involvement in the 
row comes through his membership 
of the traditionalist all-Tory Corn¬ 
erstone Group. A report that was 
largely ignored when first published 
on the group’s website in May, 2007, 
has now been dragged into the public 
eye due to its author - 
Wellingborough MP Peter Bone - 
describing the NHS as “Stalinist” and 
calling for it to be replaced. 


In a letter sent this week to David 
Cameron, Health Secretary Andy 
Burnham asked the Tory leader if he 
would be ordering his shadow minis¬ 
ters - including shadow transport 
minister Mr Brazier - to resign from 
the Cornerstone Group as a result. 

The letter reads: “You claim the 
Conservatives are the party of the 
NHS. I find this surprising. 

“It goes without saying that every 
single MP, MEP and member of the 
Labour Party endorses the NHS. The 
same cannot be said of your party.” 

Mr Brazier declined to comment on 
the row when contacted by KoS. 
However, his spokesman said: “The 
Cornerstone Group’s website makes 
it clear that the views expressed are 
those of the individuals rather than 
the group as a whole.” 

Meanwhile, Gravesham MP Adam 
Holloway has denied being a mem¬ 
ber of Cornerstone, despite its web¬ 
site listing him as such. 

He said: “I once spoke at one of 
their dinners but I’ve never been a 
member. I’ve just never got round to 
telling them to take my name off 
their website. They call it the 
Tombstone Group because it’s 
going nowhere.”

Expert quenches thirst 
for knowledge in Africa

A WATER supply expert 
has made it his mission to 
help save lives in some of 
Africa’s poorest nations. 

Sandy Elsworth, 50, from 
Goudhurst, near Maidstone, is part 
of a humanitarian project aimed at 
educating workers in developing 
counties on how best to manage 
scarce water supplies. 

The father-of-two has just 
returned from a three-week visit to 
Ethiopia, which was funded by the 
WaterAid international charity. 

He had previously shared his 
knowledge and experience with 
industry managers in Tanzania. 

Mr Elsworth said: “Ethiopia is a 
land of enormous contrasts. The 
highlands get more than double the 
rainfall of Kent, but it all falls in 
two or three months of the year. 

“When you get down to the valleys 
and deserts it’s about half of what 
we receive, so there is clearly an 
enormous variety and different pat¬ 
terns of rainfall. How you manage 
or mismanage it is veiy important. 

“When you go to the rural areas 
there’s an obvious sense of a short¬ 
age of water. We’re trying to provide 
enough for 15 litres per person per

day and to make sure no-one has to 
walk more than 1.5km to reach a 
water point. 

“That’s our target, but we’re not 
there yet.” 

Mr Elsworth spent 19 years with 
South East Water before leaving in 
2000 to become an independent 
water consultant. 

The Zimbabwe-born father-of-two 
still works closely with the 
Snodland-based company, which is 
backing the WaterAid project and 
contributed to the cost of his 
Ethiopian visit. 



During the trip Mr Elsworth 
delivered four water-dip meters 
to monitor water levels and also 
gave a number of workshops 
concentrating on areas such as 
leakage prevention. 

He said: “It’s easy to give 
money to countries like 
Ethiopia, but we need to make 
sure it is used in the most appro¬ 
priate way. The key thing there 
is to provide the training for 
long-term water resource man¬ 
agement, which is needed to 
plan for changes experienced 
through climate change, growth 
and demand. 

“What we have in the UK is 


one of the most advanced water 
industries in the world. It is 
incredibly efficient due to the 
regulations and the people who 
work in the industry are skilled 
and experienced. Countries like 
Ethiopia are asking us to trans¬ 
fer those skills to them. 

“They want to know how they 
can do things and how they can 
do things better. 

“For instance, we let them 
know that they should be stor¬ 
ing water more efficiently and 
reducing leaks before they start 
drilling more bore holes that can 
often make the shortage situa¬ 
tion worse.”

Playboys of the skies

“RECKLESS” and super rich, the 
exploits of the pioneering pilots 
who descended on the Isle of 
Sheppey in the early 1900s are 
explored in a new book. 

Local historian David Hughes, who lives in 
Minster, said he wrote Flying Past: A History 
of Sheppey Aviation, to mark the 100th 
anniversary celebrations of the first flights in 
Britain. 

On May 2, 1909, John Moore-Brabazon 
made the first officially recognised flight in 
Britain, from Shellbeach near Leyboume in a 
French aircraft named Bird of Passage. 

He took off in front of Shorts’ Works and 
flew in the direction of Mussel Manor until a 
heavy gust of wind caught the machine and it 
crashed. He had covered around 500 yards at 
a height of 35ft. 

“The first pilots would fly literally on top 
rather than in their aeroplanes,” Mr Hughes 
said. “They sat in a deckchair-type seat on top 
of the wings. They were either incredibly 
brave or incredibly reckless.” 

The book contains more than 200 photo¬ 
graphs charting the history of aviation, from 
the early days of flight to the closure of the 
Eastchurch airfield after World War Two. 

After the American Wright brothers, 
Orville and Wilbur, made the first flight in 
1903, they travelled to Europe hoping to 
make money from their flying machine. 

“They wanted to sell the idea to foreign gov¬ 
ernments for military applications, but they 
could not see the potential,” Mr Hughes said. 

“It seemed too fantastical; people had been 
fighting wars the same way for hundreds of 
years. The planes were like kites with a lawn- 
mower engine, there did not seem to be the 
potential that was later realised.” 

He said rather than governments and mili¬ 
tary organisations, it was rich, upper-class 
Englishmen who pioneered flying and funded 
the development of aircraft. 


The aero enthusiasts at the time flew hot 
air and gas balloons. 

Mr Hughes said: “The Short brothers used 
to manufacture balloons up at Battersea. 

“There was not exactly anywhere to take 
off an aeroplane there, so they looked 
around for somewhere suitable for flying and 
picked Sheppey. 

Move to the isle 

“The Short brothers manufactured the first 
aeroplanes at an aerodrome at Muswell 
Manor at Shellbeach.” 

Among the other early pilots was Charles 
Rolls, who had just gone into partnership 
with Frederick Henry Royce to manufacture 
the famous cars. 

“He was very into flying, he made his first 
flight on the Isle of Sheppey and a year later 
he died in 1910 during a speed landing con¬ 
test in Bournemouth,” Mr Hughes said. 

“It is ironic that the Rolls of Rolls 
Royce only had an input into the company 


for a few months and then he got killed.” 

At the time planes cost £1,000, and Mr 
Hughes said: “They were what would later be 
known as playboys, filthy rich. 

“It was a hobby for the rich and wealthy. 
They were really just thrillseekers and the 
sort of people who today would be bungee 
jumping or doing free-fall parachuting.” 

He said Frank McClean was another 
important figure who, through private fund¬ 
ing persuaded the Admiralty, a government 
department which was then responsible for 
the Royal Navy, to train pilots. 

The original flying activity was centred on 
Shellbeach but it soon moved to Eastchurch 
due to better conditions. 

The Isle of Sheppey was a centre for avia¬ 
tion through both World Wars. But after 
World War Two the RAF left and the former 
aerodrome was turned into the country’s first 
open prison in 1950.

Mum’s kitchen 
gadget makes 
it onto shortlist 

A MOTHER from Kent has reached the 
finals of a £50,000 competition judged by 
celebrity chef Heston Blumenthal to design 
an innovative kitchen utensil. 

Vickie Richards, 41, said she came up 
with the idea for a ‘chip and sausage grid¬ 
dle’ after she became frustrated while mak¬ 
ing dinner for her children and thought 
there must be an easier way to cook the 
classic combination. 

She said: “I can’t believe my idea has been 
chosen from the hundreds of entries and am 
really looking forward to having the chance 
to bring my invention to life for the judges. 

“I was nervous about pitching to Heston 
. as a world-leading 
chef at the forefront 
of innovation, I 
knew he would be a 
formidable judge to 
impress.” 

Mrs Richards, pic¬ 
tured, who lives in 
Orpington, is one of 
just 10 finalists who 
are waiting to see 
whether they have 
won a prize estimated to be worth at least 
£50,000 in the Finish Diamond Standard 
Innovation Challenge. 

It includes a £10,000 cash prize and the 
opportunity to work with kitchenware store 
Lakeland to develop the product, bring it to 
market and receive royalties from sales. 

Blumenthal, the head judge and owner of 
three Michelin starred and award winning 
restaurant The Fat Duck, is renowned for 
his experimentation in the kitchen. 

The winner will be announced in October.

FLOATING walkways stretching 
from either side of the Channel 
could become a reality if a Portu¬ 
guese artist achieves her Olympic 
dream, writes Steve Knight. 

Landscape architect Sofia Castelo is one of 
five hopefuls shortlisted to receive a grant of 
£500,000 for the South East region as part of 
the London 2012 Cultural Olympiad, which 
will run alongside the athletics events. 

Should her idea The Less Travelled Path be 
selected, Ms Castelo plans to use traditional 
naval materials to construct the temporary 
platforms that will stretch up to 10km from 
Dover and up to 4km from Calais. 

The 37-year-old from Lisbon said: “The 
inspiration for my idea comes from several 
elements, the first of which is the beautiful 
White Cliffs. 

“For a long time they were what the rest of 
the world associated with England and they 
present such a powerful image. 

“There is also the symbolic crossing of the 
Channel, which has united England to the 
rest of Europe and also divided it. 


“The Olympics are a beautiful celebration 
of mankind that bring people together from 
around the world, and I’m thrilled and very 
excited to have the chance to be part of it. It’s 
a wonderful opportunity for me.” 

Artists throughout the country were chal¬ 
lenged to submit their ideas for 12 commis¬ 
sions - each in different regions of the UK - 
as part of the Artists Taking the Lead 
scheme, which attracted more than 2,000 
applications in just over two months. 

Independent panels of artists and produc¬ 
ers in each region then judged the entries and 
arrived at their shortlist. 

Sea the issue 

Tunbridge Wells artist John Cockram also 
made the final five in the South East and will 
now receive £5,000 to turn his initial proposal 
- entitled Room - into comprehensive plans. 

His idea is for a three-walled glass struc¬ 
ture that would tour beaches and provide 
space for performances and exhibitions while 
the waves wash in. 

Mr Cockram said: “I’ve been involved with 
a number of art projects looking at different 
environmental issues, and the problem of ris¬ 
ing sea levels had been in my mind for a while 
because I didn’t know how to address it. 

“We are a nation of island-dwellers and the 
sea has protected us in the past, but now it 


threatens us in a way. Rising sea levels are a 
big issue for us in this country. 

“I hope that if my idea is commissioned that 
people will enter the structure, see the sea 
levels rising around them and start to think 
more about global warming and all the other 
issues around it.” 

The remaining three shortlisted projects in 
the South East were all submitted by 
Brighton-based artists. 

The Boat Project wants people to donate 
wooden items of personal significance to be 
made into a seafaring vessel, while The 
Online Speaking Clock would give 288 film¬ 
makers the chance to record five 60-second 
clips each to cover every minute of the day. 

Finally, if the idea entitled Landmark is 
selected, a 30-metre chalk enclosure will be 
hand-built on the South Downs. 

The winning projects are due to be 
announced in October. 

• Kent County Council has short-listed three 
designs for its Cultural Baton arts project. 

Work created by Cathy Streeter, Nicole 
Mollett and the group of Nina Atkinson, 
Dawn Cole and Emma Moody-Smith will bat¬ 
tle it out to see whose work will represent the 
county at festivals and shows in the run-up to 
the London 2012 Olympics. 

The baton will be officially 
launched in spring next year.

Box to leave its 


stamp on mail

A SPECIAL post box in Hythe 
that is one of only five left of its 
kind has been immortalised on a 
new stamp. 

The vibrant red example is known as a 
Victorian Lamp Box - this one is even sur¬ 
rounded by green ivy. 

And from Tuesday is has appeared among a 
new set of Royal Mail stamps which marks 
the history of this style of old post boxes. 

The box pictured is located at Botolph’s 
Bridge, Bummash Road, Hythe, and will 
now be seen around the Continent on the 81p 


stamp, which is used for European airmail 
up to 40g. 

The Royal Mail said Hythe’s historic exam¬ 
ple of an original Victorian lamp was 
installed in 1896. 

It was originally designed to be attached to 
a lamp post, but sometimes, like this one in 
Hythe, it was installed in a wall. 

They are smaller than their pillar-box 
cousins seen in towns and cities, and so were 
ideal for smaller communities or villages. 

The first ‘proper’ ones were installed in 
1852 in the Channel Islands and from 1853 
on the mainland. 

However smaller post boxes were then 
needed as a cheaper and more practical 
alternative to pillar boxes for less populated 
or more remote areas, such as Hythe was 
at the time. 



From 1857 post boxes began appearing in 
walls, buildings or brick pillars and were 
later to be found on poles and lamp posts. 

They were introduced for the conven¬ 
ience of people posting unpaid letters. That 
meant the recipients had to pay for their 
own delivery. 

Production of wall boxes ended in 1980, and 
in 1995 freestanding pedestal boxes were 
introduced, but around 114,000 post boxes of 
all kinds still exist across the UK. 

The new sheet of stamps features four of 
the five last iconic wall-mounted boxes. 

Melanie Corfield, Royal Mail’s head 
of external relations for London and 
the South East said: “Post boxes have a 
wonderful character all their own and I think 
the miniature sheet [of stamps] brings that 
out beautifully.”

Lettuce enjoy naturally good 
food from the market garden 


Seasonal food expert ABBY DYSON takes a look behind the 
scenes at one of the county's most important salad producers 


CRADLEBRIDGE Market Garden in Appledore is 
home to what could well be Kent's most surprising 
microclimate, where locally-grown produce is har¬ 
vested almost all year round without recourse to arti¬ 
ficial heating. 

Proprietor James Perkins has been growing salad here for nine 
years and has 16 polythene tunnels, each 120-feet long, in which 
he grows nine types of baby salad leaves, ranging from the well- 
known wild rocket and chard to the more exotic red pak choy and 
bulls blood, as well as a selection of traditional lettuces. 

The varieties James grows change depending on what is in 
fashion with London's top chefs and customers of www.food- 
forkent.co.uk, both of whom he supplies. 

Wild rocket, mizuna and tatsoi are perennial favourites with 
the chefs, while Russian kale and lettuces such as 
lollo rosso and red oak might be popular one year but less 
so the next. 

Growing salad reguires constant attention from James and his 
part-time assistant as there is a continuous cycle of leaves being 
harvested and new batches of seeds sown. 

At the height of summer the fastest-growing leaves, 
such as red and gold streak mustards, will be cut 14 
days after sowing, whereas rocket takes around three weeks to 
mature. 

James sows the first seeds at the end of February and his 


work continues until Christmas. This long growing season is per¬ 
haps surprising given that the plastic tunnels are unheated and, 
for much of the year, the ends are left open so the air can circu¬ 
late in order to avoid damp-loving diseases. 

However, these tunnels are incredibly effective at creating a 
warm environment in which the salad flourishes and the humid 
heat they generate can be felt even when standing a few feet 
away from their entrances. 

Until recently all of James' salad leaves were cut using kitchen 
scissors - back-breaking work, considering each tunnel produces 
150-200kg of leaves. 

A skilled person could cut 20kg in an hour, but as the cutter 
tired, subseguent hours of harvesting would result in a lower 
yield. 

Thankfully, James' recently-acguired cutting machine can har¬ 
vest 60kg in 30 minutes and cuts the salad leaves in such a way 
that the quality is comparable with hand-harvested produce. 
After cutting, the leaves are then collected and packed without 
being washed or treated, so they can be delivered within 24 
hours of being picked. 

The quick turnaround means the salad leaves which 


www.foodforkent.co.uk provides last fantastically well, in stark 
contrast to supermarket salad packets, which can turn to sludge 
within a few days of purchase. 

Jonathan Parker of www.foodforkent.co.uk reports he has 
consistently had positive feedback from customers about the 
mixed baby leaves still being fresh over a week after delivery. He 
suggests customers store them in the fridge in an airtight bag to 
keep the leaves fresher for longer. 

Replacing scissors with a mechanised cutting machine is as 
high-tech as it gets at Cradlebridge Market Garden - James uses 
an old fashioned push-along seed hopper to plant his seeds and a 
bespoke seedling planter for his lettuces. 

Despite its simple approach, the farm yields high guality baby 
salad leaves and lettuces, thanks to the huge amount of TLC 
James devotes to ensuring his produce meets the highest stan¬ 
dards expected by chefs and discerning consumers alike. 

The proof is in the eating - his leaves are flavour- 
some and long-lasting and well-suited to a wide range 
of recipes.

Roasted sweet potato 
and pepper salad with 
cubes of blue cheese 


Ingredients 

2 large sweet potatoes, peeled 
7 tablespoons olive oil 

1 clove garlic, crushed 

Half a teaspoon chilli flakes (optional) 

2 red peppers, deseeded and cut into strips 
125g mixed salad leaves 

2 tablespoons balsamic vinegar 
Half a teaspoon Dijon mustard 
lOOg blue cheese (goat's cheese would also work well) 

1 tablespoon of toasted pine nuts 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 200c. Cut the sweet potato into bite-size 
pieces and mix with one tablespoon of olive oil, the garlic and 
the chilli flakes. Spread these out on a baking tray, leaving a 
space at one end. 

Mix the red pepper strips with a tablespoon of olive oil and 
place them in the leftover space on the tray. Season with salt 
and freshly ground black pepper then roast until the vegeta¬ 
bles are soft - the peppers will take 15-20 minutes and the 
sweet potatoes will take 40-50 minutes. Set aside to cool. 

Make the salad dressing by mixing together the balsamic 
vinegar, olive oil and mustard. Mustard is a good alternative 
to crushed garlic in homemade salad dressings if you are 
already using garlic in another part of the dish. 

Assemble the salad by putting a handful of leaves on each 
person's plate. Top with the roasted vegetables and cubes of 
cheese then sprinkle with pine nuts and drizzle with salad 
dressing.

NHS is not NCP 

ALARM bells are sure to ring when a hospital 
trust reveals it has made a profit of more than 
£1 million from car parking charges. 

Regardless of the fact that East Kent 
Hospitals has to manage more car parks than 
any other NHS trust in the county, such a fig¬ 
ure is still too high and suggests significant 
price reductions should be made. 

The trust may well boast some of the cheap¬ 
est fees in the South East - £2.70 for eight 
hours in fact - but this does not mean they 
should not be lowered even further, ideally so 
that just enough is made to cover its expenses. 

Hospital car parks should not be viewed as 
money-making ventures, but that is easier 
said than done when some trusts are pocket¬ 
ing such huge profits. 

East Kent Hospitals claims it is pumping the 
money raised back into the car parks it runs, 
with any surplus going back into patient care. 
But isn’t that what we pay our taxes for? 

The NHS should not confuse itself with NCR 
Its priority is its patients - not how much 
money they bring to hospital with them. 

Viagra on the rise 

THE Tudors returned to television on Friday 
night with its usual mix of fact, fiction and 
fumbling on the throne. 

University of Kent professor Frank Furedi 
believes the show may be partly to blame for 
the rising cost to the NHS of Viagra-type pills, 
as it raises men’s expectations of what sex 
should be like. 

When you consider more than £1.5m was 
spent on the drug last year in Kent alone, he 
may well have a point. 


Honesty is the best policy 

Nick Hurd calls for more 

transparency over how 
p ublic money is sp ent

TOUGH times require us 
all to think hard about 
how we spend money. 

This should apply even more so 
for Government, because it is not 
their money they are spending. 
For years we have gone along 
with the old model. 

We work hard and pay tax into 
a central pot that Government 
then spends on our behalf. 

We get very little information 
about what is done with our 
money, or very little opportunity 
to influence priorities. 

I do not think this model is sus¬ 
tainable in the modern age 
where information technology is 
empowering us in so many ways. 
Nor do I think this lack of trans¬ 
parency or accountability is 
healthy for our democracy. 

We should be encouraging peo¬ 
ple to feel a sense of involvement 
and an ability to change things. 

Two years ago I took through 
Parliament a Private Member’s 
Bill, now called the Sustainable 
Communities Act. 

This was only achieved due to 
cross-party support inside 
Parliament, encouraged by a 
coalition of 90 national organisa¬ 
tions, ranging from the Women’s 
Institute to the Campaign for 
Real Ale. 

What brought us together was 
a common concern for the future 
of communities whose sustain¬ 
ability was threatened by the loss 
of key local services. 


We did not want a future of 
ghost-town high streets and 
increasingly isolated communi¬ 
ties where people do not bother 
getting involved because “it’s not 
as if we can change anything”. 

Dartford has seen no less than 
five post offices close recently. In 
Gravesham, 3,000 people signed 
a petition to keep a post office but 
it was closed anyway. Margate 
now has the highest number of 
empty shops in the South East. 

People feel that housing num¬ 
bers are dictated by unelected 
quangocrats; gardens are being 
lost to concrete and the green 
belt threatened, yet locally elect¬ 
ed politicians appear to have 
very limited powers. 

Meanwhile, quangos such as 
the South East England 
Regional Assembly and the 
South East England Develop¬ 
ment Agency operate across a 
vast area that has little in com¬ 
mon except the inability to hold 
them to account. 

What is the alternative? 
Supporters of the Sustainable 
Communities Act believe 
Government needs to accept our 
argument that when it comes to 


the future of communities, local 
people know best. 

We need to be given more infor¬ 
mation about what is being done 
in our name and greater freedom 
to challenge it if we feel there are 
more pressing local priorities. 

As a result of the Act, English 
local authorities have been invit¬ 
ed to consult with the communi¬ 
ties they serve and submit their 
ideas for new powers needed to 
help them promote more sustain¬ 
able communities. 

I am delighted that around a 
third, including Kent County 
Council, have acted on this and 
submitted proposals for change. 

The second pillar of the Act was 
a requirement on Government to 
publish Local Spending Reports 
that would give us a breakdown 
of public expenditure. 

I believe that transparency is 
the friend of much-needed effi¬ 
ciency, and the vast ecosystem of 
quangos and government agen¬ 
cies that has evolved needs to be 
dragged out of the shadows and 
submitted to a harsh spotlight of 
public accountability. 

Furthermore, if a taxpayer- 
funded agency such as Business 



Link cannot persuade local com¬ 
munities in Kent that it is doing a 
good enough job supporting local 
businesses, then it should lose its 
budget and someone else be given 
the chance to do a better job. 

This is not about increasing the 
size of public expenditure, but 
ensuring that it is spent in the 
most efficient way that is respon¬ 
sive to local priorities. 

It will not surprise the cynics 
that the Government has back¬ 
tracked on this commitment. 
This is a mistake, as the furore 
over MPs’ expenses shows the 
British people have developed a 
taste for more transparency in 
how taxpayers’ money is spent. 

So over the coming months, we 
will be pressing the Government 
to honour its promises and “show 
us the money”. 

If you agree, please write to 
your local MP and ask them to 
support the campaign, not least 
by signing Early Day Motion 
1064 on Local Spending Reports.

Unhealthy NHS parking 

Eveiy year the NHS in England makes over 
£100 million from parking charges. 

While these charges do generate some much- 
needed income for the NHS, they can also cause 
real hardship for patients and their families. 

Patients are often faced with eye-wateringly 
high parking costs, but poor public transport 
links means they sometimes have little 
alternative but to pay up. This is a scandalous 
and unfair situation: it needs to change. 

However, I do not believe we should scrap all 
car parking charges for every patient and 
member of staff. At a time when NHS finances 
are under increasing pressure, we should not 
be diverting money away from patient care to 
subsidise car park maintenance. 

A balance needs to be struck which allows 


hospitals to cover their costs while not impos¬ 
ing too heavy a burden on those who have to 
use NHS car parks. 

Hospital parking charges have a dispropor¬ 
tionate impact on regular visitors: cancer 
patients, people on dialysis, diabetics, older 
people and their families. 

This is a cruel system and represents a per¬ 
nicious tax on the sick. 

The most disappointing aspect of this is that 
there are already sensible and practical guide¬ 
lines in place to deal with NHS car parks. 
Hospitals are meant to offer free or reduced- 
price parking for patients and relatives whose 
conditions require regular trips to hospital. 

Our research shows these schemes are patchy 
and the eligibility criteria vaiy widely across the 
countiy - many hospitals seem to be ignoring 
the guidelines safe in the knowledge that the 
Department of Health will turn a blind eye.

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Flowering well into autumn 


THIS is supposed to be a difficult 
time for the gardener. The first 
flush of blooms has well and truly 
faded, the autumn colours have not 
yet begun. 

There are in fact many plants that bridge 
the gap between early summer and autumn. If 
your roses are good quality and fairly new 
then they are likely to have a long flowering 
season; many of the modem roses available 
are repeat or continual flowering, disease 
resistant and well-scented. 

Shrubs such as fuchsia, abelia and hydrangea 
will have started flowering in July and can con¬ 
tinue into November. 

Late flowering hardy perennials that are 
utterly reliable include aster, echinacea, sedum,

helenium and schizostylis. Solanum is a beauti¬ 
ful late flowering climber, available in white and 
purple. The white form is not as hardy as the 
purple, so remember to choose your plant to suit 
the site. 

Some of the tender perennials such as 
dahlia, salvia, canna and hedychium, the gin¬ 
ger lily, have fabulous colourful blooms and 
good foliage too, making them invaluable in 
the late summer border. 

They can survive mild winters in well-drained 
soils, and if you provide them with a mulch of 
straw or compost they will have something as 
good as your warm, woollen winter coat. 

If only we knew that a cold winter was on 


the way we would be able to dig the tender 
plants up in the late autumn and store them 
in the shed until next spring. It is simply 
impossible to go outside and attempt to dig 
them up when the ground is bone hard after a 
prolonged period of cold weather. 

Penstemon, tagetes, osteospermum and cos¬ 
mos are all plants that flower all summer long 
and well into the autumn. What could be more 
reliable in the garden than these? 

One of gardening’s joys, and frustrations in 
equal measure, is that plants don’t always 
behave as expected, so to have some that are 
100 per cent fail safe is a blessing. 

You can manipulate the flowering season of 
many plants by pushing their natural bound¬ 
aries. If you choose a shady part of the garden 
for a fuchsia it will be fine as long as it gets a 
little sun at some point in the day. Many peren¬ 


nials will thrive in shade and they will come 
into flower a few weeks later than if they were 
in an open and sunny spot. You can make use 
of this technique to prolong the season of a 
favourite plant. 

By the same token, choosing a bright and 
sunny spot will encourage a plant to flower 
earlier in the year, but their season will be 
over earlier too, unless you are very careful 
with feeding and watering and dead-heading. 

Experiment for yourself, when you are divid¬ 
ing perennials later this year, plant some 
clumps in that difficult shady comer instead of 
throwing them onto the compost heap. 

It will not work for everything, lavender does 
not respond well to being planted in the shade, 
it simply will not flower. Perennials that thrive 
in shade include campanula, bergenia, 
lysmachia and aquilegea.

Creating glamorous, glitzy rooms on the cheap 
isn’t easy, but style guru Abigail Ahern - who 
runs one of the country’s most hip interiors 
companies - reveals her top tips and tricks

IF JUST the thought of using 
colour or, even worse, turning your 
hand to the dreaded DIY makes 
you turn a whiter shade of pale, 
then Abigail Ahern’s home is defi¬ 
nitely not a destination for you. 

She’s done both things in her house to daz¬ 
zling effect. Vibrant splashes of pillar box 
red, fuschia pink and vivid yellow artfully 
transform furniture and accessories into eye¬ 
catching works of art. 

Close inspection of neat shelves, skilfully 
sanded and painted floorboards, and added 
architectural details like the ornate ceiling 
roses are proof that Abigail’s a dab hand at 
the practical as well as the punchy. 

It’s only fair to reveal that she does have a 
certain amount of‘insider’ knowledge as she’s 
a renowned designer, who owns one of the hip 
interiors retail destinations in London, Atelier 
(www. atelierabigailahem.com). 

Abigail says with a smile: “I do realise that 
experimenting with colour and DIY are both 
just about the scariest things on the planet 
for most people. 

“But turning your home into a fabulously 
stylish pad is what interior decorating is all 
about. And you don’t have to have an A-list 
budget or even a personal stylist to live a life 
of glitz and glamour.” 

Encouragingly, a lot of the ideas for her 
own home were inspired by economy 
because, when she and her photographer 
husband Graham moved into the four-storey 
house, they found that the necessary struc¬ 
tural alterations soaked up all their budget. 

“Luckily, paint and wallpaper are the most 
transforming things, and you just need to start 
with a feature wall, or paper an alcove and you 
realise how incredible the effect is,” she says. 

“Once you start, you realise that using 
colour really isn’t rocket science, and DIY is 
tmly perfectly straightforward for simple jobs 



Wooden floors, walls and doors have been 
given a lick of paint in a dense shade, pro¬ 
viding a backdrop for the fluorescent pink 
spray-painted occasional table. Team this 
up with an assortment of junk-shop lamps, 
interesting artwork and whimsical wallpa¬

which make all the difference to your home.” 

Abigail has decanted her decor wisdom, 
including money-saving stylists tips and guid¬ 
ance on basic DIY, into a beautifully illustrat¬ 
ed new book, A Girl’s Guide To Decorating. 

It could be a boon for recessionistas opting 
to improve rather than move, and she says 
persuasively: “What’s exciting about interi¬ 
ors right now is that virtually anything goes. 

“With a pinch of creativity, an eye for a bar¬ 
gain and few tricks of the trade, you can turn 
a gloomy, outdated space into a complete 
Aladdin’s cave of gorgeousness.” 

Follow her top tips and turn your home into 
a hot property and a cool place to live. 
Taking the plunge 

There’s no need to despair if your home suf¬ 
fers from sad decor and last-century fixtures, 
says Abigail. 

“Look beyond that and you could find that 
a few simple revamps would sort it out. By 
dipping your toe into DIY, you can effortless¬ 
ly turn bland and boring into snazzy and 
super-cool.” 

But, she cautions, it’s all in the planning, 
and before rushing into changes you should 
decide what you’ll use a space for. 

“Good design should always be planned 
around lifestyle, so the decor should suit its 
function. Also, it’s helpful to identify the ugly 
features of the room you want to hide and 
those you wish to highlight.” 

Get the wow factor 

The most important thing, says Abigail, is 
to really personalise the space. 

“Don’t limit yourself to one look, you would¬ 
n’t in your clothes, so don’t do it in your rooms. 
Feel free to mix and match styles of furniture 
and decor in your own unique way, then they’ll 
become a talking point.” 

Texture: “This brings rooms to life, the pro¬ 
fessionals marry leather with brick, silk with 
wool, raffia with glass,” she says. 

“So aim for contrast by perhaps having 
smooth floors with rough walls, grainy che¬ 
nille cushions with velvet blankets.” 

Zoning: In multi-purpose rooms she advis¬ 
es using “different rugs for different areas to 
give each its own personality A decorative 
screen, a free-standing bookcase, or perhaps 
a group of large plants can create divisions in 
a room.”

Lighting: Lighting should never be an 
afterthought, says Abigail. 

“Each room needs a combination of three 
lighting types. So layer lights by mixing 
and matching a selection of pendant lights, 
recessed table and floor lights, not to men¬ 
tion a smattering of candles and fairy 
lights.” 

Storage: This is key, she emphasises: 
“Glam homes banish clutter behind closed 
doors, opening up the space and allowing 
the eye to take in a stunning piece of state¬ 
ment furniture, say, or an invigorating 
colour scheme.” 

Treasures: Your personality is reflected in 
your possessions and she points out: ‘You 
can spend top whack on sofas, cabinets and 
up-to-the-minute entertainment systems, 
but they won’t give you half as much satis¬ 
faction as the objects that are meaningful 
to you and you alone, and make you feel 
happy. 

“Display your quirky knick-knacks with 
chutzpah and you’ll create a home that’s 
like no other.” 

Pattern : Decorating with pattern, one of 
Abigail’s trademarks, as well as with colour, 
is a surefire way of creating a highly indi¬ 
vidual design. 

“Start off by being as adventurous as you 
can, remembering that rooms can easily 
take up to six or seven different pattern 
combinations without looking too crazy,” 
she says. 

“Generally speaking, it’s good to use a 
variety of both pattern and scale - a large 
stripe juxtaposed with say, a small floral 
pattern.”

Alternatively, she advises choosing designs 
from a similar theme, Chinoiserie or botanical 
prints, for example, to bring a look together, or 
with a similar shade in common. 

Top tip: Break up pattern by setting it against 
white woodwork and accessories, or a dark tone 
on the walls. Alternatively, feature pattern in 
accent items, like cushions, throws or rugs. 
Stylist tips 

Abigail reveals stylist’s tips that can be used 
for an easy and cheap way to give a room a 
make-over. 

1. “A length of fancy wallpaper becomes a 
work of art when casually hung from a picture 
rail or cupboard by bulldog clips, or pinned up 
with drawing pins.” 

2. A cupboard’s easily made bang-up-to-trend 


with new knobs and handles. Existing handles 
can be covered in fabric, or exchanged for 
leather, brass ones, or coloured resin. 

3. “Inject new life into tired furniture by giving 
it a ‘rock-n-roll’ spray-paint makeover,” she sug¬ 
gests. “Unfashionable brown wood furniture, 
picked up cheaply at second hand shops, and 
given a coat of paint, maybe a Barbie pink or 
tomato red, will have an instant modem zing.” 

4. Create a stunning floor show by painting 
floors dark and glossy, transforming them from 
standard to sophisticated. “Painted floors are 
beautifully reflective, and it’s the perfect way to 
spmce up a staircase,” she says. “Also they actu¬ 
ally improve with age! Even when beaten up 
and scuffed with wear and tear, that so-in-vogue 
soft, weathered patina never goes out of style.”

DON’T DO IT: Don’t carry out electrical work 
yourself unless it meets safety requirements 


By JULIA GRAY 


• It can be tempting to do simple electrical 
work around the home yourself to save money, 
but these jobs can be dangerous and it’s vital 
that they meet legal safety requirements. 

Part P of Building Regulations was intro¬ 
duced by the Government in 2005 to prevent 
accidents caused by faulty electrical jobs, and 
most such work carried out in the home must 
comply with it. 

• There are certain exemptions to Part P, 
involving electrical jobs that competent 



DIYers can do themselves. Minor work that 
doesn’t involve the addition of a new electri¬ 
cal circuit, such as adding new sockets or 


light switches to an existing circuit, doesn’t 
have to be done by a registered electrician or 
inspected by your local council’s Building 
Control department. 

However, it must comply with wiring regula¬ 
tions to ensure that it’s safe, so if you don’t 
know exactly what you’re doing, leave it to the 
professionals. 

• Kitchens and bathrooms are known as ‘spe¬ 
cial location’s for the purposes of electrical 
work - unless you are only replacing acces¬ 
sories, work in these rooms should be carried 
out by a registered electrician.

Gardens are another high-risk area, so get 
a registered electrician to install water fea¬ 
tures, outdoor lighting and the like, rather 
than attempting to do it yourself. 

• If you do employ an electrician, make 
sure they’re registered with a government- 
approved scheme, such as NICEIC, to carry 
out electrical work. After completion of the 
job, the electrician must issue you with a 
Part P certificate to confirm that the work 
complies with Building Regulations, so you 
know that it’s safe and legal. 

If you don’t have this certificate, you may 
have difficulty selling your home. 

• If you’re planning electrical work, check 
with Building Control about what you can 
and can’t do yourself. It’s a criminal offence 
not to comply with Building Regulations, 
and if work in your home or rental property 
doesn’t, then you could face a fine of up to 
£5,000.

FOR most landscaping projects, 
while the plants provide the soft¬ 
ness and the finished design, it is 
the elements of hard landscaping - 
the structures and surfaces - 
which provide the framework. 

Whether it is the practical access afforded by 
a well-crafted path, the hard landscape is 
every bit as important in creating the overall 
‘feel’ - and contributing to the usefulness - of 
any garden, large or small. 

Your front garden is just as important to look 
after and spend time on as the rest of the 
house. This is because the front garden is the 
area that people see first when visiting your 
home. The back garden is where you will 
spend a lot of time relaxing and entertaining, 
both are very important areas that should be 
kept as nice as possible. Using hard landscap-

ing can be a great way of adding great-looking 
features without the need to constantly main¬ 
tain them. 

A patio area makes a great place to entertain. 
A place to put a barbecue or seating area. This 
doesn’t have to take up too much of the garden 
and can be created relatively cheaply. Make 
sure you have a sturdy base and use materials 
that won’t be affected too much by the elements. 

There’s no paving finer than natural stone; 
it’s been used for thousands of years. It will 
outlast all of us, every unit is unique, it’s a nat¬ 
ural product with texture and colour deter¬ 
mined by millennia of geological processes, 
rather than modem chemical dyes. We are see¬ 
ing more and more stone imported from more 
exotic parts of the world. Indian sandstone is 
similar in appearance to our own Yorkstone 


but sells for a fraction of the price. It’s incredi¬ 
bly strong and hard-wearing. There are also 
numerous granite, limestone and slate prod¬ 
ucts that will add to the beauty of your garden 
for a relatively small outlay. 

When planning your design, considerations 
should include outdoor services, for example 
the supply and positioning of an outdoor tap 
and for laying electrical cables to sheds, 
garages and exterior lights along the driveway 
or in the garden. These installations need to be 
in place prior to laying hard landscaping. 

Advance thinking, good planning and an 
awareness of the total design scheme will 
reduce the risk of having to undo what has 
already been done. 

Once the hard landscaping has been complet¬ 
ed, you are then free to deal with the fine detail 
of your remaining garden design at leisure.

August on the plot 

TENDING ROOT VEG 

Now is a good time to have a thorough 
weeding and tidying session in amongst 
the root veg, which is what Dirty Nails 
has been busy doing this week. 

Parsnips are growing nicely, making 
good growth despite heavy losses to 
badgers in July. Dirty Nails has been 
using his own urine as a repellent, which 
seems to have done the trick. He has 
weeded and hoed through the crop, tak¬ 
ing care not to damage the parsnip tops. 
Browned-off leaves have been thrown 
onto the compost heap. This not only 
keeps the crop clean but also removes 
slug and snail hidey-holes. 

Swedes are beginning to fatten up. 
Some are cricket-ball sized. The odd 
plant has not grown and the small roots 
have turned to mush. Whilst weeding in 
the swede bed Dirty Nails has taken out 
all of these bad ones plus leaves from 
others that are yellowing. 

Keeping the crop healthy in this way is 
important, to keep the good swedes in 
peak condition. Being a member of the 
cabbage family, they are attractive to 
both the large and small white butter¬ 
flies as food plants for their caterpillars. 
Dirty Nails checks for eggs, which he 
crushes, and caterpillars, which he care¬ 
fully removes to nasturtiums grown as 
an alternative food plant elsewhere on 
the plot. 

He is pleased with his scorzonera. 
Judging from the lush crowns of long, 
spatula-shaped leaves, their elongated 
thong-like roots should be going down 
deep. Some scorzonera are sending up 
flower spikes. Dirty Nails cuts out these 
flowers. They resemble beautiful, ragged 
dandelion heads on two foot (60cm) 
stalks. Severed low down, this concen¬ 
trates the plant’s energy into the roots. 

At this time of year, rows of salsify look 
similar to leeks. They are a highly 
rewarding, low-maintenance crop. Their 
tussocks of grey-green leaves are so 
massed that they are smothering out 
most weeds. The odd rogue thistle can be 
teased out by hand, or chopped off with a 
long handled hoe. 

All these roots require little more than 
a watchful eye, and to be kept moist and 
weed-free throughout the coming 
autumn. 

VEGETABLE SNIPPETS: OUT-OF- 
SEASON PARSNIPS 

It is not just foraging badgers that like 
to enjoy parsnips out of season. The 
home-producer can, too. For something 
different at this time of year, and as a 
taste of things to come, he might lift a 
bunch or two for a roasted treat. To give 
them that special sweetness, which only 
comes as a result of the first hard winter 
frosts, Dirty Nails pops the pale roots 
into his refrigerator for a couple or three 
days prior to cooking them up.

THE KENT COUNTY COUNCIL, acting as the local traffic authority and in exercise 
of its powers under Section 14 of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 as 
amended by Section 14 of the Road Traffic (Temporary Restrictions) Act 1991 
and all other enabling powers, hereby has made the following Order prohibiting 
and restricting the use by traffic on the routes described in column 1 of 
Schedule 1 hereto:- 

1. Notice is hereby given that because works are proposed to be carried out on 
or near a road (Necessary highway maintenance), that traffic on various roads 
in Tunbridge Wells in Column 1 of the schedule 1 hereto will be prohibited or 
restricted. The alternative route for each route is described in Column 2. 

The order will come into operation on or after 24th August 2009 and will be 
valid for a maximum period of up toi8 months or until the works are completed. 
(Whichever is sooner). 

Details of the actual dates for the restrictions can be found in column 3 of 
Schedule 1 below. 

4. This Order may be cited as “The Kent County Council (Various Roads in 
Tunbridge Wells) 

(Prohibition of Traffic) Temporary Order 2009”.

ORDER books are open for VW’s 
all-new Polo, opening the way for 
the Up! - the likely name for the 
German marque’s new city car. 

With echoes of the stylish new Golf about it, 
the Polo has grown in size, allowing more 
elbow room for the Up! revealed as a concept 
two years ago. 

VW’s current city runabout is the Fox, no 
mean contender and built in Brazil to enable the 
car giant to turn a profit even in the hard-fought 
European market, but it’s no head-turner. 

As cars like the Fiat 500 and even the cheeky, 
if slightly dorky, Hyundai ilO show, economy 
car buyers also want personality. Early shots of 
the Up! show it will have that necessary char¬ 
acter though and, if it can be built cheaply 
enough - a Indian production line is mooted - 
then it could be the image maker VW needs. 

In the meantime, the Polo should add lustre 
to 34 years and four earlier generations though 
the previous model was more of a reheated 
version of the outstanding third generation car. 

Customer deliveries start in October and the 
newcomer could be perceived as the Golfs 
toughest rival; it echoes the styling, comes 
with driver pleasing and safety enhancing 
ESP (electronic stabilisation programme) 
as standard and is priced from £10,035 for 
the 1.2-litre 60PS (59bhp) five-door - the 
three-door arrives in December. 
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Though bigger, the new Polo is lighter than 
its predecessor, supporting the current drive 
for lower fuel consumption and emissions. 

It is arriving with five engine options, three 
petrol and two diesel, but expect much more 
choice including a 1.2 turbocharged petrol flier 
early next year as production picks up. 

For now there are three unblown petrol units 
of 1.2-litre (60 or 70PS) and 1.4-litre (85PS) 
plus two 1.6-litre TDI diesels (75 or 90PS). 


Interestingly, VW has also come up with an 
all-new trim for the Polo; the range opens with 
the usual S version while SE and SEL are 
upmarket options - with racy GTI and eco- 
friendly BlueMotion versions to come - but 
younger buyers are being targeted by the new 
Moda badging from £11,385.

‘Unique dealership’ drops bikes for extra car brand 


TUNBRIDGE Wells Suzuki has dropped the 
Japanese brand’s motorcycle sales in favour 
of a new car franchise - fast-growing 
Hyundai. 

Dealership sales manager Heath 
Mummery told us the site looked at fran¬ 
chise offers from other car companies for 
some time to help build business, but had 
hoped to maintain its unique status as a sell¬ 
er of both Suzuki cars and bikes. 

“Unfortunately, we could not agree a way 
forward including bikes,” said Mr Mummery. 


“It’s disappointing, especially as so many 
people working here are bike fans and it was 
part of our appeal to customers. 

“But we are delighted to have Hyundai, 
which is doing particularly well for sales under 
the (Government) Scrappage scheme.” 

He admitted that there was overlap 
between the car brands, particularly in the 
booming city car and supermini sectors 
where the Suzuki Alto goes head-to-head 
with the Hyundai ilO and Suzuki’s Swift 
meets Hyundai’s i20, respectively, but he 


added: “We see that as offering more 
choice to customers and more opportunity 
to sell a car. 

“A neighbouring business has also taken 
on a second franchise and that brings all car 
brands at this location [Dowding Way] to 10, 
so buyers know they can check lots of cars 
without walking more than a few yards or so 
- it’s good for all our businesses.” 

He added that Korean brand Hyundai’s 
five-year warranty also gave the site a new 
‘angle’ with customers: 


“Hyundai has done well with Scrappage 
and the people buying are clearly those who 
keep cars longer, since they are scrapping 
10-year-old ones to get the deal. 

“But warranty is starting to become more 
of an issue with most buyers - people want 
more peace of mind.” 

Hyundai signs are already in place and the 
large modern 11 -car showroom, once home 
to cars and bikes, is now divided roughly 
50/50 according to stock - and an official 
opening is planned at the end of the year.

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Driving the posh Skoda

Skoda Octavia L&K 



SKODA keeps winning customer 
satisfaction and reliability surveys. 

The familiar sight of Kent Police Octavia 
Estates also speaks volumes for the brand’s 
dependability and everyday usability, but is 
there room for a ‘posh’ Skoda Octavia? 

I have just driven 21 grand’s worth of 
Octavia Estate wearing the Czech brand’s cov¬ 
eted Laurin & Element badge, and I still can’t 
answer the question. 

Few people have heard of it, possibly because 
the attention span of potential buyers crashes 
when asked to pay £2,800 or so on top of the 
more affordable Elegance trim. 

Why Laurin & Element anyway? The names 


come from mechanic Vaclav Laurin and book¬ 
seller Vaclav Element who founded the Slavia 
bicycle firm in 1895 in Bohemia - then part of 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 

By 1899 this had evolved into motorcycle mak¬ 
ers Laurin & Element, which then started car 
production in 1905, creating increasingly luxuri¬ 
ous models and also producing for the military. 

By 1925 the company merged with the giant 
Skoda Works industrial combine to produce 
cars, trucks, buses, aero engines and farm 
machinery and the ‘L&K’ branding lapsed. 

It has returned under Skoda’s post- 
Communist era ownership by VW (from 1991) 
and plays upon the luxury status of 1920s 
models. 


And the new age L&K wears its exclusivity 
well, despite the price tag and the fact that an 
entry level Octavia Estate costs £13,595 - on a 
par with a well specified supermini estate. 

The L&K is actually a load lugger more 
capacious than most rivals on price, with a 
robust and durable cabin plus a shedload of 
extras. 

Well-equipped 

Over and above the already well-equipped 
Elegance, L&K spec includes bespoke 17-inch 
alloys, illuminated interior door handles, L&K 
kick plates, multi-function steering wheel, 
leather seats - with heated front pair and elec- 
trically-adjustable driver’s seat - xenon head¬ 


lights and ESP (electronic stability control) as 
on the vRS. 

A recent facelift for the Octavia range - the 
model name is currently celebrating its 50th 
anniversaiy - makes it look sleeker than before 
and it is a pleasure to drive; the same exempla¬ 
ry chassis as the previous and current VW Golf 
delivers a mix of taut handling with decent ride. 

But while I’m dithering on the merits of the 
L&K being worth the money, I’m also fretting 
on the best choice of powertrain; there is plen¬ 
ty to play with in the Octavia range overall, but 
going the L&K luxury route limits you to the 
turbocharged 160bhp 1.8-litre petrol engine as 
tested here or the 140bhp 2.0-fitre diesel. 

It is the tough call. The petrol engine is an

I would go for the petrol in this case and I can 
save you more cash by not opting for the DSG 
auto box as tested here - another £900 or so. 

I am normally a fan of this gearbox by VW, 
which uses twin clutches to deliver seamless 
shifting in auto mode and particularly respon¬ 
sive selection when driven as a sporty manual. 


In this instance, the 1.8-litre turbo and DSG 
do not mesh so well; it is hard to get the throt¬ 
tle pressure right to pull away on loose or wet 
surfaces and the scrabbling is irritating after a 
while - it might be easier with a manual.

“It’s an exciting development for the area as 
it is the first of this national store to come to 
Kent. They are normally standalone stores, so 
it’s good that we have them here.” 

The 40,000 square foot store required the 
relocation of several of the existing units on 
the site. 

Mr Sutton added: “As well as the 65 staff 
that are employed by The Range and the 20 
staff for other new stores there were 
many more employed during the construction 


period which began in January. This created 
a total of 250 jobs and a number of those on 
the construction side have been retained.” 

Mr Sutton explained that four further 
stores had been opened on site as a direct 
result of The Range’s success, including book¬ 
store Books to Go, Brand Fusion clothing 
retailer, Home Curtains and Bedding, plus a 
florist and bridal store, Slinders.

Mobile firm 
makes move 
into Africa 

MOBILE telecoms firm Synchronica has 
agreed another lucrative deal to expand its 
mobile email technology into Africa.

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Airport bucks 
trend with its 


freight 

K ENT International Airport 
enjoyed a record-breaking 
July with thousands of 
tonnes of cargo handled 
and figures showing freight levels 
had increased by more than half in 
a year.

During July more than 3,450 tonnes of 
freight passed through the airport at 
Manston, near Ramsgate, beating the previ¬ 
ous best July figures recorded in 2003 by more 
than 220 tonnes. 

In the financial year to the end of July, the 
freight-tonnage at KIA has shot-up by 64 per 
cent compared with 2008. 

The jump is attributed to the arrival of new 
operators at the airport and additional flights 
by existing carriers. 

Established operators Cargolux, MK 
Airlines and Egyptair have been joined at KIA 
by Allied Aviation, Kuzu, Air Charter Express, 
ACT, Meridian and Iris Air, with the majority 
of the freight being fresh fruit and vegetables 
from Kenya and Ghana destined for super¬ 
market shelves. 

KIA chief executive, Matt Clarke, said the 
airport was bucking the current trend in the 
industry, with most airports and carriers see¬ 
ing a drop in air cargo traffic. 

Mr Clarke said: “These results highlight the 
resilience of the freight business at KIA.

“In a time many are describing as a crisis for 
aviation we have experienced steady growth, 
as cost-conscious airlines seek facilities that 
can deliver value for money and operational 
advantages over congested hub airports.”

Maidstone branch of 
TaxAssist Accountants - a 
specialist in managing tax 
and accountancy affairs 
for small business owners 
- answers questions 
about tax and finance. 



Q I work for a building contractor and 
have been offered the use of a compa¬ 
ny van outside of work hours. Are there 
any tax implications I need to be aware 
of if I use the vehicle privately? 

All employees will pay tax on a company 
van made available to them for private 
use only if they actually use it for private 
journeys other than commuting. Before 
April, 2005, employees still had a benefit in 
kind charge applicable if they received any 
form of private use of the company van, 
including home to work travel. 

The taxable benefit in kind for unrestrict¬ 
ed private use increased to £3,000 from April 
2007, and will mean that a basic rate taxpay¬ 
er who has private use of a van will pay tax 
of £600 per year. 

Private use is classified as using the van to 
do the supermarket shopping or using the 
van for social activities outside of work. If 
you also receive free or subsidised fuel, a fur¬ 
ther benefit in kind of £500 will be due, 
resulting in a further tax liability of £100 for 
a basic rate tax. 

However, employees who have to take the 
company van home, but are allowed no fur¬ 
ther private use, or have insignificant pri¬ 
vate use, will not be subject to a benefit in 
kind charge. 

Examples of insignificant use include an 
employee who stops at a newsagent on the 
way to work or calls at the dentist on the way 
home. 

If this does apply, ensure you keep mileage 


records relating to the use of your van, ask 
your employer to amend your contract of 
employment, and ensure you sign an agree¬ 
ment about the van use only being allowed 
for home to work travel. 

Q I have a number of clients who are 
really poor payers. This is causing me 
a significant problem with my cashflow, 
as sometimes I have to pay my supplier 
for the materials before I have received 
any payment for the work undertaken. 
Can I charge interest if my clients do not 
pay me? 

A All businesses have a legal right to claim 
interest from late-paying business cus¬ 
tomers, but not individuals. The statutory 
right to interest applies to all contracts 
agreed after August 7, 2002, and gives you 
the right to charge interest at the Bank of 
England base rate plus eight per cent. The 
base rate for the current period to December 
31, 2009, is 0.5 per cent, so you can charge 
interest at 8.5 per cent. 

The statutory right to charge late-paying 
business customers interest applies to con¬ 
tracts which do not already include their 
own arrangements for ‘substantial’ interest. 

If there is no agreed credit period in your 
terms of business, the law sets a default peri¬ 
od of 30 days. You can charge interest 30 
days after you delivered the goods or provid¬ 
ed the service, or 30 days after you notified 
the purchaser of the amount of the debt - 
whichever is the later. 


Ideally, to notify the purchaser of the amount 
of the debt, you should send an invoice that 
includes details of the credit period, but any 
other form of notification would do, including a 
phone call - though that might be difficult to 
prove if there is a dispute. 

All organisations also have a right to claim 
reasonable debt-recovery costs. Creditors can 
claim an extra £40 for debts of up to £1,000, £70 
for debts from £1,000 up to £10,000 and £100 for 
debts of £10,000 or more.

The billboard will be made up of more than 
5,300 individual internet banners advertis¬ 
ing thousands of brands, websites, business¬ 
es, blogs and individuals and totals 
160,934.4 centimetres in length - more than 
three Empire State Buildings on top of one 
another. 

Viewing it on an average 20-inch monitor, 


the billboard would run for a whole mile and 
stretch for 5,670,805 pixels. 

Miss Kendall said: “We’re really excited to 
finally start the mile-long billboard after so 
much preparation. 

“It’s a big project that can help so many 
businesses, individual people and charities. 
It will be a huge achievement for us.” 

The couple say they hope the billboard will 
set a new Guinness World Record as the 
longest of its type in history and the first to 
achieve an actual mile in distance.

University looks east for funding 


THE University of Kent could be in line for a 
slice of millions of European cash after fur¬ 
thering its links with the Far East.

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Still something to AIM for? 


A NUMBER of leading busi¬ 
nesses in Kent are struggling 
to meet red tape demands 
placed upon them by the 
Alternative Investment Market. 

AIM - the London Stock Exchange’s interna¬ 
tional market for smaller growing companies - 
attracts a range of businesses including early 
stage, venture capital backed as well as more 
established companies seeking access to 
growth capital. 

Sittingbourne-based pharmaceutical services 
firm VivoMedical recently delisted from AIM, 
blaming their exit on a “disproportionate amount 
of senior management time spent in meeting 
AIM rules and related regulatory requirements, 
including reporting, disclosure and corporate 
governance requirements”. 

The market grew dramatically when it 
launched more than a decade ago but has 
struggled with the impact of the credit crunch. 

Quotations which peaked in early 2008 are 
down more than 15 per cent, and worse is 
expected to come for the 95 firms in the region 
still listed.

Here Mr Struyven gives us the low-down on 
the market, how to join, the benefits and 
drawbacks, and what the future may hold. 

How a company gets listed 

The AIM admission process has been 
designed with smaller companies in mind and 
is relatively tree of bureaucracy, at least when 
compared to listing on the Main Market. 

All prospective and existing AIM companies 
must appoint and retain a nominated adviser, 
whose role is to confirm to the Exchange that 
a company is appropriate for AIM, as the 
Exchange does not review the suitability of the 
company themselves. 

The nominated advisers will co-ordinate the 
due diligence process, which will help them 
assess the suitability of the company for AIM. 
The due diligence process will explore issues 
such as the background and qualifications of 


the company’s directors and the history and 
projected development of the company. 

The listing process involves the preparation 
of an admission document, which will be circu¬ 
lated to potential investors, and hence is pre¬ 
pared in accordance to regulatory and profes¬ 
sional standards. 

Once admitted to AIM, the company will be 
required to disclose certain matters on an 
ongoing basis, such as any changes to the 
board or significant shareholders, or any 
developments that may influence share price. 

Why should they list? 

AIM gives companies that are not large 
enough to list on the Main Market the oppor¬ 
tunity to raise capital, and can therefore be an 
effective way to fund growth or an acquisition. 

By listing, a company can enhance its credi¬ 
bility and status with potential investors and 
increase its profile with global customers and 
suppliers. Being publicly listed is also likely to 
count in a company’s favour when it comes to 
raising further money from banks. 

What are the pros and cons? 

The pros: 

• Access to equity funding, in 
particular from institutional 
investors. 

• Provides a market and 
objective valuation for shares. 

• Allows a company to use its 
shares to fund acquisitions. 

• Listing gives company cred¬ 
ibility and kudos with 
investors, customers and sup¬ 
pliers and improves its public 
profile. 

• Flexibility of AIM (no specif¬ 
ic suitability criteria for compa¬ 
nies to qualify for admission, 
and no requirement to have a 
designated number of share¬ 
holders. Rules are also tailored 
to the needs of growing, acquis¬ 
itive companies without the 
requirement for quarterly 
reporting). 

• Efficiency improvements 
required may lead to improve¬ 
ments in the company’s sys¬ 
tems and controls. 

• Unquoted status for taxa¬ 
tion purposes (has considerable 
benefits and encourages invest¬ 
ment by private individuals). 

The cons: 

• Exposure to market condi¬ 
tions (share price affected by fac¬ 
tors beyond company’s control). 

• Potential loss of control (sale 
of equity involves releasing 
degree of control to shareholders).

• Disclosure requirements and ongoing 
reporting.

Is interest waning in AIM? And if so 
why or why not? 

The introduction of the AIM market in 1995 
has been a great success, considering the num¬ 
ber of companies listed on the Exchange. More 
recently, as with all other public markets AIM 
has been affected by the economic downturn, 
and in particular the lack of available invest¬ 
ment. The AIM market index has dropped far 
more in percentage points over the last few 
months than the FTSE All Share index. 

So far this year, only three new companies 
have entered the AIM market. The number of 
companies on AIM has also dropped from 
1,694 companies at the end of 2007 to 1,413 at 
the end of June, with the market capitalisation 
of all companies combined dropping from 
£97,561 million to £47,844 million. 

AIM has attracted a lot of companies at 
the early stage of development and overseas 
companies, and in the current market it is 
unlikely that investors will find these very 
attractive propositions. Hence, fund rais¬ 
ings have dropped significantly and, this 
year, only £1,658 million has been raised. 
However, liquidity in AIM shares has never 
been better, with, on average, more than 
692 million shares traded daily in 2009. 

Given the difficulties in raising finance, 
maybe one ought to consider reversing into 
an AIM-listed cash shell. XL Media recently 
quoted research stating there are 31 shells 
with over £48m cash on their balance sheet. 
However, in my opinion, until the public 
market recovers, companies seeking expan¬ 
sion capital should either see if they qualify 
for the Capital for Enterprise scheme (up to 
£2m) or towards Private Equity investors.

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Get your business linked up 


P ROMOTING your online 
business couldn’t be easier. 
Simply get connected to a 
network of new opportunity 

Marketing your local business online 
involves promoting your url (website address) 
any which way you can. 

Promoting your website url online is pretty 
much the be all and end all of internet market¬ 
ing when you think about it, although it’s not 
as quick and easy as that short phrase sounds. 
In the coming weeks we will continue to pick 
this process apart but, first, our overview. 

The two main strategies that you need to 
apply to your website to ensure that it is work¬ 
ing for your business are: search engine 
optimisation (SEO) and link-building. 

SEO is all about providing fresh, relevant 
content that your readers and search engines 
can pick up, focusing on the keywords and key¬ 
word phrases that you have determined. 

You can do this in a number of ways: by 
creating a landing page on your website for 
each of your keyword phrases. 

For example, if you are a plumber and one of 
your keyword phrases is diow to fix a leaking 
tap’, make sure you have a page that readers 
can ‘land on’ that answers that question. 

The page then needs to provide the reader 
with the relevant information they are search¬ 
ing for, but which also meets your professional 
needs, in this case explaining when the job will

require your services and what you offer to 
ensure that it is fixed properly. 

If someone looking to fix a leaking tap ‘lands’ 
on that page of your site they will get the infor¬ 
mation they need and the search engines will 
be happy as you are providing rich content. 

You can also do this by adding a blog to your 
website or writing articles and online press 
releases to put on your own site or on other 
sites specifically created for this purpose, such 


as www.ezinearticles.com. Alternatively, you 
can write them to go on other businesses’ web¬ 
sites in a related field or in your local area. 

The second really key strategy to use to pro¬ 
mote your website online is link-building. 

I would guess that many people assume this 
is all about asking other businesses to add 
you to their website links list. 

That is one way of getting links and can be 
especially useful if the other site belongs to a 
local business with a well-indexed site and a 
Google Pagerank (ie Google recognises the 
site has some value, some of which is passed 
along with a link from it, known as link love’), 
but link-building is much more than that. 

Incoming links (and, as a result, actual 
visitors - it’s not just about search engines) 
can come to your site from so many places 
and for so many reasons. 

We will go into this in more detail in other 
articles but for now here are some of the 
ways to get useful links back to your site. 

Directories 

Get listed on online directories, including 
national ones such as www.yell.com; local 
business directories such as www.counter- 
pointnetworking.co.uk and www.thebestof. 
co.uk; individual trade organisation directo¬ 
ries; and general business directories like 
www.bizwiki.co.uk. 

Some of these directories are free and 
some are paid for, so when deciding which 
to get listed with, do some online searches 
for your keywords and see who comes up. 

Get onto Google Maps - it’s free, so if 
you’re not on there yet, get it sorted. 

Our picture-framer has no website of his 
own but he’s on Google Maps and has had 
at least two customers in the last few 
months who found him on there. 

Use social-networking sites, such as 
Facebook; Linkedln; Twitter; YouTube; 
Flickr; and Digg - they all give you an 
opportunity to have links to your own site. 

Not all pass on Pagerank (most of these 
listed don’t) but they do provide other very 
useful promotion opportunities. 

For example, you can put links to your 
website in your status updates on Facebook, 
Twitter and Linkedln, so you can promote a 
new article or blog post you have written and 
automatically link your blog to your profiles. 


YouTube also acts as a search engine. It’s not 
as big as Google but a few videos about your 
business, with the right keywords in the 
description and with links bac k to your site, 
can be really useful. 

That should be enough to keep you going.

100 YEARS AGO: AN ‘old county 
player’, writing in The Sportsman, 
lamented the loss of the younger 
Woolley brother, Claude, a product 
of the Angel Ground nursery sys¬ 
tem, to Worcestershire. 

“Several county clubs have entertained angels 
unawares and only discovered their loss when too 
late... Kent, like Surrey, Yorkshire and Lancashire 
have done in the past, are suffering an ‘embarrass 
du riches’ and sooner or later they may learn that 
Tonbridge is a nursery for other counties besides 
their own,” he wrote. 

Claude Woolley went on to play for Gloucestershire 
and Northants, before becoming an umpire. 




50 YEARS AGO: FRANK Woolley, 
now working as a newspaper 
columnist, said: “I hope we never 
have to experience such bad wick- 
— ets again,” after a patchy week of 
cricket at Dover in which Kent easily beat Northants, 
but then lost by seven wickets to Gloucestershire. 

The total amount of 
cricket played during 
Dover ‘week’ came to 
just over three and a 
half days. 

Colin Cowdrey was 
named vice-captain of 
the MCC touring party to 
the West Indies, with 
David Sayer also in the 
frame. Sayer was named 
as one of 29 possibles 
for the squad and had 
been bowling well before 
sustaining a hip injury. 

Future Manchester 
United manager Tommy 
Docherty and Welsh 
international keeper Jack Kelsey were included in 
an Arsenal cricket side due to play an exhibition 
match at Horsmonden (the Gunners were subse¬ 
quently thrashed). 

Two bookies were sentenced for taking bets they 
subsequently welched on after a greyhound meet¬ 
ing at Dumpton Park in Ramsgate.

25 YEARS AGO: A CROWD of 8,000 
at Folkestone watched the future 
Sir Richard Hadlee ruin Kent’s 
hopes of a decent finish in the John 
Player League with a superb five- 
over spell that removed Neil Taylor, Chris Tavare and 
Mark Benson for 25 runs. Nottinghamshire won by 
six wickets. 

With the Football League successfully 
stonewalling attempts by semi-professional clubs to 
ensure automatic promotion and relegation from 
Division Four, Gillingham chairman Charles Cox con¬ 
fidently predicted the Football League would soon 
be reduced to a rump of 60 clubs, with “natural 
wastage” leading to a streamlined competition. 

Prolific scorer John Bartley hit a hat-trick for 
Maidstone United, one of the clubs trying to break 
into the Football League cartel, as they beat 
Runcorn 5-1 in the Gola League, less than a month 
after undergoing surgery for a kidney complaint. 

Life was proving tougher for Southern League 
newcomers Sheppey United however. 

The Ites’, who played at Botany Road in 
Sheerness, dreadful start to the season continued 
when they were beaten 1 -0 in the Bill Dellow Cup at 
Tonbridge, having been thrashed 6-1 at Addlestone 
a few days earlier. 
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Dame Kelly’s golden 
tale worthy of being 
on the silver screen

IF CRITICS are to be believed 
even film director Quentin 
Tarantino is running out of ideas 
at the moment, but nobody has 
yet hit upon a story that could be 
an obvious box-office success - a 
film of the life of Hildenborough’s 
Kelly Holmes. 

The ending is obvious enough: the 
Olympic Stadium, Athens in August, 2004, 
and the emotionally charged 800-metre 
final, when the future Dame’s life was 
transformed forever. 

The look on Kelly’s face when she finally 
realised she’d won gold has to be one of the 
most moving sporting moments ever 
caught on camera. 

And in the interests of accuracy, Kelly’s 
film should perhaps start at the Sussex 
Road School in Tonbridge back in 1982, 
where she competed in her first-ever race, 
representing Hugh Christie School. 

The scene might depict a nervous, skinny 
12-year-old with an afro haircut, shivering

on the start line, wearing knee-high socks, 
plimsolls and her school PE kit. Standing 
next to her is a Stacey Washington, the top 
local athlete who has all the latest gear and 
overtakes the heroine 200m from the line. 

You could cut to her teacher Debbie Page 
at the finish, telling her to join Tonbridge 


Athletics Club, where she meets her coach 
Dave Arnold. 

All of this is detailed in her autobiography, 
Black, White and Gold. The book moves 
along at a dizzying pace, but one of the joys 
of reading it is in the number of namechecks 
there are for local people and places. 

The tone is relentlessly upbeat through¬ 
out, even though her life was far from easy. 

Bom in Pembury Hospital in 1970, Kelly 
was abandoned by her biological father, 
Derek Holmes before she’d reached her 
first birthday and her teenage mother Pam 
struggled to cope. Yet the picture she paints 
of her childhood, at the family home in 
Riding Park, Hildenborough and the near¬ 
by Brook, is idyllic. 

When she decided to give athletics a seri¬ 
ous go, Arnold would train her at the local 
rec, on a two-mile trek up to Hildenborough 
Church or on the running track in the 
grounds of Tonbridge School. 

Unless you’ve spent the past decade liv¬ 
ing in a Tibetan monastery or the Kentish 
equivalent (Shellness perhaps?) you’ll 
know what happens next: the Army, a 
career dogged by injuries, thoughts of sui¬ 
cide, but ultimately one of the most uplift¬ 
ing endings possible. 

Film-makers are forever taking liberties 
when it comes to facts and locations - the 
fabled opening sequence of Chariots of 
Fire, which was supposed to be Broadstairs 
beach, was in fact shot at St Andrews in 
Scotland, but this is a story that needs no 
embellishments - from Tarantino or any¬ 
one else. 


Mavericks make play-offs for the first time 


THE East Kent Mavericks are 
set to embark on their first 
foray into the British American 
Football League play-offs after 
completing their superb campaign 
with a win. 

The Canterbury side travelled 
to Maidstone Pumas and record¬ 
ed a 42-0 win in a game that was 
marred by the sudden touchline 
death of 26-year-old Pumas offen¬ 
sive lineman Alan Newcombe. 

The victory ensured East Kent 
had a better record than nearest- 
challengers London Olympians in 
Division 2 South East - though 
officials are awaiting the league’s 
ruling on a washed-out game at 


Colchester Gladiators earlier this 
summer. Should the league decide 
to award each team the points for 
a 0-0 draw, as is expected, the 
Mavericks will be confirmed as 
champions. 

Club chairman Glenn Lindley 
said: “It has been an outstanding 
season. We have been working 
towards this for four years. 

Exceptional 

“At the start of last year we 
thought we had a good chance of 
getting to the play-offs, but in the 
end we came up two games short. 

“We have definitely gotten bet¬ 
ter as a team this year, but we 


have also attracted some excep¬ 
tional athletes who have made us 
a lot stronger. We will give it our 
best and hopefully we can secure 
promotion.” 

The Mavs face a knockout trip 
to Hampshire Thrashers, winners 
of the South West Division, on 
August 30, where a win would 
book a tie with East Division 
champions Colchester Gladiators 
on September 6. 

If they overcome the Gladiators 
they will book their place in the 
play-off final against the winners 
of the northern and Scottish divi¬ 
sions at Doncaster’s Keepmoat 
Stadium on September 27.

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VICTORY isn’t absolutely 
imperative for Tim Reeves at 
this weekend’s FIM Sidecar 
World Championship meeting 
in Croatia, but with an eight- 
point gap to leader Ben Birchall, 
the triple World Champion has 
little margin for error.

The 23-year-old was named in the England 
squad for the One-Day International and 
Twenty20 fixtures against the Australians that 
begin after the fifth Test at the Oval, as well as the 
Champions Trophy in South Africa in the autumn.

He told Kent on Sunday: “My four-day stuff has 
been pretty good this season and my form in one- 
day competitions has also been okay, so I’d like to 
think I have got some recognition for what I have 
done in all forms over the season. 

“The experience with the England Lions 
showed that I can play and hopefully I am not too 
far off a Test call.” 

The England selectors have adopted a new 
policy of giving players an extended mn in the 
side compared to the notorious 90s when Ted 
Dexter, Fred Titmus and Raymond Illingworth 
gave a whole new meaning to an ‘England career’ 
with players being given one game before they 
were cast onto the scrap heap. 

While Denly admits the new style of selection is 
likely to give the Kent batsman confidence in 
expressing his ability, he wants to stay in the side 
on merit. 

“It’s nice to know that I am in the squad, but I 
don’t yet know if I’m going to play, although if I 
get a chance that will be fantastic,” he said. 

“It’s nice knowing the selectors give players a 
good chance in a side, but I want to perform 
straight away if given the chance and keep my 
place in the team because I am doing well.” 

If Denly is selected for any of the games it’s like¬ 
ly to be in his preferred position as opener, unlike 
fellow opener Rob Key who was made to bat at 
number six in his one and only appearance for 
England in the ICC World Twenty20. 

And while Denly admits representing his coun¬ 
try will be a “dream come true”, he believes he 
has the experience to be successful on the inter¬ 
national stage. 

He said: “I have always said that representing 
England is the most important thing and doing 
that in a Test match would be the ultimate for 
me. I have played for three years and I feel I 
am experienced enough to go into international 
cricket, but I don’t want to do okay, I want to go in 
and do well and put my mark on it.”

PAUL Farbrace has delayed his 
return to the county after agree¬ 
ing to stay with the Sri Lanka 
team for the tri series competi¬ 
tion with New Zealand and India. 

Kent’s new head coach was expecting to 
arrive in England this weekend and intend¬ 
ed on joining up with the county squad on 
September 1, but the Sri Lanka assistant 
coach has agreed to stay with the national 
side until September 14. 

The Sri Lankan board had asked Farbrace 
to stay until the end of the Champions 
Trophy, which finishes on October 5, but the 
42-year-old wants to see Kent in action 
before the end of the season. 

As a compromise, he will stay with Sri 
Lanka for the Test series with New Zealand, 
the two Twenty20 games against the Black 
Caps, and the tri series. 

It means Farbrace, who takes over from 
director of cricket Graham Ford, will arrive 
in England on September 15, where he will 
meet up with the coaching staff on the sec¬ 
ond day of Kent’s penultimate County 
Championship game of the season against 
Leicestershire at Canterbury. 

Speaking from Sri Lanka, Farbrace told 
Kent on Sunday: “I was asked to stay until 
the end of the Champions Trophy and as a 
compromise I will be staying until the end of 
the tri series. 

“I want to see the team before the end of the 
season and sit down with Graham Ford, 
Simon Willis (coach) and Phil Relf (Academy 
director) to talk about the winter and how the 
whole thing is going to work. 

“The key thing is Graham Ford is going to 
work with us on a consultancy basis, 
although that isn’t nailed down yet, and I 
want to talk with him and the other coach¬ 
ing staff about players, overseas targets and 
the existing playing staff.” 

The former Kent Academy director is keen 
not to pass judgement on players or the 


team’s performance from afar, but has hint¬ 
ed that the county’s policy of giving young¬ 
sters a chance in the Pro40 competition will 
give the club a chance to make decisions 
about their cricketing future. 

Future 

There is, however, one key area Farbrace 
and the Kent staff are keen to shore up. 

“It’s pretty obvious there are areas that 
need strengthening this winter,” he said. 


“The batting line-up looks to be a decent 
unit, but it’s no secret that we want bowlers. 

“It’s pretty obvious we need fast bowlers. 
With some of the younger players like 
Warren Lee and Phil Edwards getting a go 
in Pro40 that gives us a chance to make a 
decision about their future. 

“Guys like Robbie Joseph, Simon Cook and 
Amjad Khan are not going to be able to bowl 
over after over, so we need to make sure we 
have cover for them.” 


Gills academy puts young stars on national teams’ radar

GILLINGHAM’S centre of excellence is gaining a wel¬ 
come reputation for producing promising players, 
after an unprecedented four youngsters received 
international call-ups, writes David Pritchard. 

Ashley Miller and Stephen Butcher spent four days in 
Burton this week with the England development squad. 

Their under-15 club-mate Josh Maughan has 
already captained Wales and is in the squad to face 
the Republic of Ireland next Sunday, while first-year 
scholar Jack Evans will join up with Wales’ under-17 
age group tomorrow for a training camp. 

National call-ups are not entirely new for 
Gillingham’s centre of excellence, but most recently 
Ryan Bertrand and Luke Freeman were selected after 
they left for Chelsea and Arsenal respectively. 

The vast majority of players in the national 
squads are from Premier League clubs’ academies, 
so League One Gillingham are punching above

At least at Northampton recently, when I 
took 10 wickets in the match as we beat 
Northamptonshire to stretch our lead at the 
top of the championship, England selector 
James Whitaker was in the crowd. 

He was no doubt mainly watching Monty 
Panesar, Rob Key and Joe Denly - who fully 
deserves his own England call-up for the 
one-day matches against Australia, by the 
way - but I hope he noticed me too. 

I am absolutely delighted with the way my 
bowling in particular has gone this summer, 
after all the hard work I did in the winter 
months and the work I have done with Min 
Patel on the tactical as well as technical side. 

Before the start of the last round of champi¬ 
onship games, I was second on the national 
list of first-class wicket-takers behind Graham 
Onions, and just ahead of Steve Harmison. 

Getting wickets early in the season was 
very important for me following that prepa¬ 
ration, and from then on it has simply been 
a case of my confidence building more and 
more from game to game, and keeping in 
rhythm. 

In the first innings at Northants there was 
also a bit of bounce in the pitch, which 
helped me to get three of my five wickets 


caught at short-leg off bat and pad, and 
despite injuries to our quicker bowlers it has 
been a key factor in our rise to the top of the 
table that we have four times managed to 
bowl out sides in less than two sessions in 
the fourth innings. 

The injury to Ryan McLaren, in addition to 
Robbie Joseph’s, has hit us quite hard in 
recent weeks, even though Amjad Khan is 
beginning to get back to his best after his 
own lengthy injury lay-off. Simon Cook has 
done brilliantly in all forms of the game to 
help to make up for the absences of others, 
but how often have we been able to field our 
first-choice fast attack this season? 

In the Twenty20 Cup semi-final, it was a 
case of Marcus Trescothick getting a flier and 
then taking the game away from us. He is a 
magnificent striker of the ball and we simply 
had to get him out earlier than we did. 

We did not bowl as well as we can up front. 
It was very disappointing not to be able to do 
better on the day, but to have reached 
Twenty20 finals day for three years in a row 
should still be a real source of pride. 

Talking of which, the win in the Pro40 at 
Leicestershire on Tuesday night was a real 
triumph for some of our younger players. 

Paul Dixey rightly won himself a few 
headlines by hitting a six and a four off the 
third and fourth balls of the final over to 
earn us a dramatic victory, but both Sam 
Northeast and Alex Blake also batted 
extremely well earlier in our innings and 
Phil Edwards has done well with the ball 
over the past fortnight.

SAM Allardyce is bracing himself 
for a difficult game against 
Gillingham when he takes a full- 
strength Blackburn Rovers to 
Priestfield in the Carling Cup on 
Tuesday night. 

The Rovers boss will buck the trend of 
many top-flight sides who field a mixture of 
reserves and teenagers for the competition. 

Champions League-winning defender 
Michel Salgado is expected to make his debut 
after leaving Real Madrid, along with £6 mil¬ 
lion Croatia international striker Nikola 
Kalinic. 

Although two divisions separate the sides, 
Allardyce is fully aware of the threat 
Gillingham will pose. 

He said: “I know Gillingham like to play 
their football and the manager is doing very 
well there. It will be a tough test, an opportu¬ 
nity for Gillingham to make a headline or two 
and we will be on our guard. 

“The League Cup is very important, the last 
competition Blackburn Rovers won, and it is 
a route into Europe. The Premier League will 
always be the priority, but the chance to win 
a cup is always appealing and exciting. We 
will have a strong squad for Tuesday night.” 

Whatever the result, the game will provide 
Gilllingham with an unexpected financial 
windfall. It could help manager Mark 
Stimson land his targets before the transfer 
window closes in 10 days’ time. 

About 8,000 fans are expected for the game, 
which could be the biggest gate of the entire 
campaign at Priestfield. With extra income 
from sponsorship and corporate bookings, the 
tie should net the club approximately £50,000. 

Mark Jones, Gillingham’s chief executive, 
told Kent on Sunday the money was an 
unforeseen bonus. 


“We don’t budget for beyond the first 
rounds of the cup competitions,” he said. “It’s 
not being negative, it’s just what every club 
does, so this is early windfall money for us.” 

A lack of financial clout has hindered 
Stimson’s attempts to sign main targets 
Chris Dickson and Danny Jackman, with 
Charlton and Northampton respectively 
unimpressed by the Gills’ approaches. 

With less than a fortnight remaining before 
the window closes, the Gills boss acknowl¬ 
edged the Carling Cup money could help. 

“Possibly, it would definitely come in time,” 
he said. “We are just looking to fill our stadi¬ 
um because financially that’s what we’re in 
this competition for. We’re never going to win 
it, we know that, so what we’ve got to try and 
do is earn as much money out of it as we can.” 


There are similarities with the club’s FA 
Cup run last season, which culminated in a 
televised third round tie against Aston Villa. 
From the proceeds - admittedly higher than 
the Blackburn game - the Gills were able to 
sign Andy Barcham for the rest of the season. 

After beating Championship side Plymouth 
in round one, Stimson is relishing the chance 
for his side to go up against a top-flight outfit. 

He said: “The bigger the team you beat the 
more confidence you get. Plymouth are a good 
Championship side and the way we per¬ 
formed against them helped the boys grow 
and play with more belief. 

“They’ve [Blackburn] got a fantastic man¬ 
ager and a fantastic team. It’s good experi¬ 
ence for myself and also the players to go 
against a Premier League side.”
